Quicksilver producers and consumers have ap- 
proached a contre-temps which bids fair to bring an 
upheaval affecting mining and manufacturing prac- 
tice in this country. It has been learned that the min- 
ing interests of the United States have come to the 
tonclusion that tariff protection is vital to the future 
of mercury production. To this end, a strong move- 
ment for a tariff impost of $35 per flask in place of 
the present ad valorem duty of 10 per cent. has been 
st in motion. The proposal is predicated on the 
postulate that, under present day conditions, mercury 
cannot be mined and profitably sold for less than 
$95 per flask. 

This movement is in line with a similar trend in 
the chemical, dye and fertilizer industries. In order 
to protect domestic production from low cost foreign 
goods, several bills have been placed before the

From this it may be seen that the United States 
produced from 20 to 25 per cent. of the world sup- 
ply. With the outbreak of the war, production in 
this country was speeded that the demands of muni- 
tion makers might be met. In 1917 all records were 
broken by a production of 35,954 flasks. The rec- 
ords available go back to 1850. 

Cessation of hostilities brought to an end the heavy 
consumption on munition account. In this country 
mines were either shut down entirely or production 
arbitrarily reduced. Statistics indicate that this pol- 
icy was pursued so extensively that only 5,960 flasks 
were mined during the first three months of 1919. 

Consumers of mercury in this country have 
claimed that the lowered output cannot be explained 
alone by the ending of the war. They maintain that 
back of this result there exists a well defined policy 
of price exploitation calculated to substantiate the 
contention that $95 per flask is the minimum price 
at which mercury can be mined and sold at a rea- 
sonable profit by the producers. How well this pol- 
icy has succeeded may be judged from the follow- 
ing table of market values :—

During the first quarter of 1919 production 
was reduced to 5,960 flasks, and market values ac- 
companied the decrease by dropping to the lowest 
level for the year up to April 1. Improvement has 
been more or less steady since April 7. By Sep- 
tember 8, prices had risen to $105 per flask and 
during that week sales of odd lots were made up 
to $110. 

Metal became very scarce and difficult to obtain 
during the month of October. Mercurial manufac- 
turers buy close to consumption requirements, car- 
rying little stock, owing to the speculative character 
of the market. Despite the extraordinarily high 
prices, they would have ‘been willing to pay them 
had metal in sufficient quantity been available. Pro- 
duction at the mines had been cut down so low as 
to make raw material so scarce as to place plant 
operation in jeopardy. 

Imported mercury has always been a considerable 
item in the country’s supply. The bulk of landings 
have come from Mexico, and although the metal 
from that country is usually adulterated, it can still 
be used advantageously, especially for technical pur- 
poses. Faced by the dilemma of how to obtain an 
assured supply, mercurial manufacturers turned to 
foreign countries to meet the faux pas. From Mex- 
ico, 1,524 flasks were secured up to the end of 
September. From Europe, supplies came in through 
the attraction of high prices, the values here being 
in advance of other world markets. From London, 
Genoa and Constantinople, shipments landed here 
totaled 2,372 flasks by September 30 and since 
that time have been considerably augmented. De- 
spite these additional supplies, prices have remained 
close to $95 per flask, barring some minor fluctua- 
tions entirely manipulative in character. 


When all facts have been presented and consid- 
ered, one alone stands out prominently. Namely, 
that in closing down mines entirely in many in- 
stances, and in others placing production on a basis 
of 50 per cent. below the requirements of the trade, 
quicksilver producers may have strengthened the al- 
leged need of a $35 per flask tariff impost. Most 
certainly have they forced manufacturers of mercurial 
preparations frankly to face the fact that, if protec- 
tion from foreign manufactured mercurials be not 
provided in the event of an impost on mercury, pro- 
duction in this country may be jeopardized to the 
extent that manufacture abroad will be imperative. 
The only other alternative is to contract with for- 
eign makers for supplies needed here. 

There exists a community of interest as between

the mines and the manufacturing consumers in the 
United States. Were the ijatter to cease manufac- 
ture here, the mining industry would undoubtedly 
sustain a severe blow. They take over a good share 
of the present output and it has been estimated that, 
were they eliminated, the mines could not find a 
market for more than 5,000 flasks per annum. Such 
a condition of affairs would be unthinkable were it 
not for the fact that the mining interests have been 
accredited with plans far reaching and intimately 
related to the narrow control of the world supply. 

As has been pointed out above, the leading finan- 
cial interests of England control the entire output of 
Spain. Through the war, Italy has come into pos- 
session of the rich Idria mines, in addition to her 
former holding. While State control is extended 
over the entire Italian industry, it may be said that 
financially the English financiers are not without 
interests in the Italian field. England can thus be 
credited with a mighty influence in the affairs of 
world distribution. 

In view of this, it has been alleged that for a long 
time past the controlling interests in this country and 
England have sought an agreement. It has been 
proposed that production in the United States be 
cut down, that the English controlling group assign 
to the United States sufficient metal to overcome the 
loss incurred by reduced production and, under 
protection of a $35 per flask tariff, stabilize the 
market here at a high level. In this way a more 
profitable market for both domestic and foreign 
metal would exist in the United States. 


If ever there existed a community of common 
interest it is that between manufacturing consumers 
and the mining interests in this country. Were the 
first driven out of the United States for supplies, the 
mines would be placed in a serious plight. If a deal 
be arranged with foreign capitalists, expansion of 
the mercury mining industry in America would be 
materially handicapped, if not rendered absolutely 
nil. Control of American mines would most certainly 
be seated in London. Miners and consumers must 
get together on a basis of intelligent co-operation 
and, through unity in desire and purpose, assure to 
themselves a sound, deep-rooted growth in the indus- 
trial life of the nation.

FERTILIZER PRICES BASED UPON 
ACTUAL RAW MATERIALS COSTS— 
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICUL- 
TURE WITHDRAWS OBJECTION- 
ABLE LETTER.

Considerable satisfaction is felt in the fertilizer in~ 
dustry over the action of the Department of Agri- 
culture in withdrawing its letter of November 5 in. 
which it had been stated that the Department pro- 
posed to regard all sales of certain fertilizer ingredi- 
ents at prices above certain levels as prima facie evi- 
dence of profiteering. The satisfaction is due to the 
feeling that the Department has at last arrived at the 
conclusion that sound business reasoning must prevail 
in any business rather than theories and that, there- 
fore, costs as prevailing years ago cannot be made to 
apply to conditions existing at the present time. 

The fertilizer industry is more particularly pleased 
that the Department saw fit to give a hearing to the 
business interests involved before putting its decision 
into effect, and the idea is now prevalent that it was 
as a result of the facts which were there presented to 
the Department that the letter, which virtually fixed 
prices for the industry, was withdrawn. In making 
announcement of the withdrawal of the letter of No- 
vember 5, the Department official signing it, Milton 
Whitney, Chief of Bureau, stated that the letter was 
withdrawn because it had been entirely misconstrued 
by the trade, in that it had been interpreted to the 
effect that the Department by means of the letter 
fixed maximum and minimum prices for such materi- 
als as were mentioned. 

Whether or not the letter was misinterpreted 
mains a question of small importance when * 
sidered that the letter stated that any °- 
commodities above certain price 
would be considered first-hand 
ing and the sellers punished 
sonable to suppose that if one ,

been the contention of the fertilizer trade all along 
that there has been no thought of profiteering in the 
trade.

GEORGE R. BOWER 


George R. Bower, who died at his home 
in Torresdale, Pa., on November 6, was 
the son of Henry Bower, who established 
a chemical works at 29th street and 
Gray’s Ferry road, Philadelphia, in 1858.

5S. M. Evans Discusses Industrial 


Situation 
The first Speaker of 


the evening 


was priced 


8S. Marshall Evans, vice-president of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion. 


Mr. Evans, upon being introduced, 
went right to the heart of the whole so- 
cial and industrial problem by telling 
the members how to get the co-operation 
which all writers and speakers say is 
necessary. 

Mr. Evans was the guest of honor and 
was introduced by President Hoskinson 
Gates as a man who has been giving 
several years to the industrial service of 
the country. He has just left the United 
States Shipping Loard to return to the 
vice-presidency of the Eagle-Picher Lead 
Company. 

“The progress of the National Asso- 
ciation under the lead of Mr. Cornish,” 
began Mr. Evans, “gives each of us a 
feeling of pride in our membership in 
this organization. 

“We are all engaged 
the world and we are able to carry it 
on all the better because we are con- 
nected with the association. 

“The necessity for organization among 
the people who are doing the useful work 
of the world was never greater than it 
is now because of the trouble following 
the war. 

“The world is full of sores today which 
must be cleaned up. Just as the human 
body needs physicians so industry needs 
intelligent healers when its mechanism 
becomes deranged.” 

Mr. Evans told of the definite steps 
which the National Vil, Paint and Varnish 
Association was taking to study indus- 
trial needs and bring co-operation among 
producers. He described the new statis- 
tical work which was started in an ac- 
_ way while Mr. Cornish was presi- 
dent. 

The Statistical Bureau is intended to 
give the members of our association in- 
timate facts regarding raw materials 
entering into their business and with 
these facts our members can more in- 
telligently conduct their business and 
remedy existing troubles. 

Mr. Evans cited the Lead Institute as 
an example of the value of statistics and 
said through this bureau the members 
can at any time know how much white 
lead there is in the United States; how 
much was made last month; how much 
was shipped; how much is on hand, and 
the business of this year could be com- 
pared with the business of last year. 
tecords of raw material, production and 
sales are so kept said Mr. Evans that we 
can have exact knowledge regarding the 
trend of the business at any time. The 
“guess” is entirely eliminated. 

“Mr. Carnish wished all this informa- 
tion to be free to whoever needed it. The 


in the work of 


time for old fashioned business secret- 
iveness is gone. He wished all produ- 
cers to see the advantage of pooling 


their knowledge regarding the main facts 
of production. 

“Not only will this joint stock of in- 
formation help your own business im- 
mediately,” went on Mr. Evans, “but it 
will’ lead you further on into construc- 
tive studies of equipment and labor, so 
that you can find out whether you are 
getting the results that you should get. 

“You will be able to see if any inade- 
quacy or lack of use of machinery is in- 
terfering with production. If the ma- 
chinery is all right and there is trouble 
still then it must be man trouble. You 
can approach the human problem in the 
same scientific spirit as the other. You 
can keep man _ records as well as other 
kinds of records. 

“The study of man records is going to 
solve the industrial problem. By getting 
the facts about the workers’ wishes and 
needs the industrial unrest can be al- 
leviated. 

“The industrial unrest is caused 
largely because the worker is not treated 
as a thinking being and little effort is 
made to get his good will and co-opera- 


tion. Therefore he offers resistance to 
production. — 
“By learning to know the men and 


to deal with them as human beings we 
can get their assistance in the enormous 
increase of output. To this end we must 
give them a chance to participate in 
plans regarding the work of their in- 
dustry.” 

Mr. Evans instanced a case that had 
come under his observation in govern- 
ment work of a superintendent who took 
charge of a $5,000,000 plant and in- 
creased the output 380 per cent. in six 
months by calling into use the full po- 
tentialities of each worker. 


E. J. Cornish Praises Mr. Evans 


Edward J. Cornish, ptesident of the 
National Lead Co., and ex-president of 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation, was introduced immediately fol- 
lowing and paid a warm tribute to Mr. 
Evans, 

“I have never heard him speak,” he 
said, “that he didn’t tell us something 
worthy of note, remembrance and action. 
I hope that the work he has undertaken 
in Chicago will continue to grow so 
much that he will have to return to us 
in New York. 

Endorsing Mr. Evans’ constructive 
suggestions he discussed another phase 
of the unrest situation. -Without re- 
minding his hearers of the well-known 
fact that the National Lead Co., whose 
affairs he directs, has had smooth rela- 
tions with its employes during the recent 
stormy months he expressed his regret 
at the prevalent talk about the conflict 
between capital and labor. 

“There is no real conflict between cap- 
ital and labor, and public men and news- 
papers are doing a great deal of harm 
by insisting on this. 

“The fight is simply between groups 
and the community at large. Sometimes 
these groups are combinations of em- 
ployers and employes.”

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Dye Import Control Extended to January 15 in Senate Resolution 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14. 


The Senate Committee on Finance met Wednesday to discuss the joint 
resolution introduced a couple of days ago by Senator Penrose of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the committee, “‘to continue the control of imports of dyes 


and coal tar products.” 


The resolution was ordered reported out with an 


amendment which consisted of the striking out of certain portions of the reso- 


lution. 
as follows: 


The resolution as it was reported by the committee to the Senate is 


“That, notwithstanding the prior termination of the present war, the pro- 
visions of the Trading With the Enemy Act, approved October 6, 1917, and 
of any proclamation of the President issued in pursuance thereof which pro- 
hibit or control the importation into the United States of dyes or other prod- 
ucts derived directly or indirectly from coal tar are continued until January 


15, 1920.” 


The purpose of this resolution is merely to continue the present situa- 
tion regarding imports of dyes until January 15, by which time it is expected 
that permanent legislation on the subject will have been passed by the Senate. 
This is necessary, it is understood, because there is considerable opposition to 
the dyestuff bill as passed by the House, inasmuch as many Senators are very 


vitally opposed to the licensing system which is proposed in that bill. 


It is 


expected that quick action will be taken by the Senate on this resolution. 





forced employers to pay high wages out 


of their profits in order to lure labor 
from other employers. The employer 
and his high wages worker then make 


the country as a whole pay the Dill. 

But the country, he said, soon passes 
the bill back, for when other employers 
pay higher wages, as they are forced to 
do in order to get workers, then the 
first set of employers and workers find 
that their cost of living has increased. 
So eventually the benefit of the high 
wages is taken away. 

So nothing is gained, he explained, by 
missing the issue and ranting about cap- 
ital versus labor or labor versus capital, 
and prominent men and newspapers were 
making things even worse by their talk 
for they were driving the workers into 
hostility with the result of higher wages, 
higher cost of living and eventual bene- 
fit to no one not even themselves, and 
ultimate harm. 

The result will be such an increase of 
production costs that our export trade 
would be lost and consequently 20 per 
cent. of the demand for our manufac- 
tures. As an example of bad newspaper 
economics he cited the unwarranted at- 
tack from certain journalistic sources on 
the Federal Reserve Bank for the recent 
increase of call money rates which ac- 
companied the disasters to some specu- 
lators on the Exchange. This was merely 
the result of the operation of economic 
laws, he said, and followed the attempt 
of European banks to call in gold by of- 
fering premiums. 

After Mr. Cornish, F. P. Cheesman, a 
former president of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, made a few 
remarks of good cheer. Then Mr. Gates 
introduced Arthur S. Somers who served 
as president of the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association during 1912. 


A. S. Somers Talks of Social Prob- 


lems 


What Mr. Somers said about social 
preblems was of especial interest because 
of his former presidency of the New 
York Board of Education and his inti- 
mate knowledge of the needs of the peo- 
ple. 

The need for the teachings of Ameri- 
canism was never greater than at this 
present time, he said. The present un- 
rest was largely due to a lack of under- 
standing of American principles among 
some who called themselves Americans. 
People have come to these shores from 
lands where they have been reared in 
atmospheres of repression and they have 
brought along with them a hatred to- 
wards governments. 

Labor was entitled to its fair rewards, 
he said, but should understand that it 
was the least necessary part of the in- 
dustrial system. Any man in the dining 
room could if necessary take the part 
of the worker in his mills. He could 
fill a sack and ship it and do anything 
else necessary to production, but the 
laborer on the other hand could not take 
the place of the director of his activities, 
though some laborers think they could. 

The talk of a Soviet government can 
be stilled, explained the speaker, if the 
genuine unrest is recognized and the 
proper steps be taken to meet it. He 
said that by a sane system of profit 
sharing the worker can receive some of 
the profits of the business without enter- 
ing into the management. He described 
the methods adopted by a corporation 
which is paying each employe dividends 


on his salary at the same rate paid 
stockholders for similar sums. For ex- 
ample, a man earning $2,000 a year 


would receive in addition the interest on 
that sum. j 

Mr. Somers praised the splendid work 
that was being undertaken through the 
new plans of the association and paid 
tributes to the preceding speakers. 

The last speaker was John M. Peters, 
who was president of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association in 1904. His 
facetious remarks relieved the tenseness 
created by the seriousness of the men 
who went before him and put the diners 
in a jovial mood. 

The meeting was then adjourned.

BRITISH DYE 
CONTROL PROTEST 


American Chamber of Commerce 
In London Takes Up English 
Chemical Trades Opposi- 


tion to License System 


LONDON, Oct. 25, 1919. 


A meeting of the Committee on Drugs, 
Chemicals and Dyestuffs of the American 
Chamber of Commerce in London was 
held on October 21. A _ representative 
number of members was present. The 
leading topic of interest was a protest 
against the present dye licensing system 
of the British Government. An abstract 
from the minutes of the meeting on this 
subject reads as follows:— 


The British Chemical Trades Associationtion 
was drawing up a petition for presentation the 
premier, protesting against the present con- 
stitution of the licensing sub-committee and 
also against the appointment of Messrs. Fair- 
clough, Dodd & Jones (under the name of the 
“Central Importing Agency’’) as the govern- 
ment’s agents in connection with the impor- 
tation of dyestuffs from the United States. 

Mr. Mason, of Bush, Beach & Gent, Inc., 
honorary secretary of the British Chemical 
Trades Association, asked that the chamber 
should obtain as many signatures as possible 
on the petition forms. Good support already 
had been received and in this connection Mr. 
Keene read one of the resolutions of the As- 
sociation of British Chambers of Commerce to 
be considered at their next meeting, which 
“demanded the immediate removal of all re- 
Strictions on the importation of dyestuffs and 
the abolition of the licensing sub-committee 
appointed by the Board of Trade to control 
such imports or the representation on such a 
committee of the smaller manufacturers, of 
merchants and of the independent consumers.” 


In regard to the combined sub-committee 
appointed by the American Chamber of Com- 
merce and British Chemical Trades Associa- 
tion, Mr. Mason stated it was hoped that the 
Government would grant an interview to the 
deputation, and suggested that it might be 
considered essential for at any rate a pro- 
portion of the representatives of such a depu- 
tation to have technical knowledge, Mr. 
Mason said further that the Chemical Trades 
Association had under consideration § the 
question of reconstituting their sub-committee 
to meet the circumstances, and he thought it 
was his duty to draw the attention of the ad- 
visory committee of the American Chamber 
of Commerce to these circumstances, in case 
they might wish to take similar steps. 

It seemed likely that if the deputation took 
place the Government's representatives would 
have extensive technical experience, and it 
would be necessary for the delegates to meet 
them on their own ground. 

Mr. Keene, of the Keene Co., pointed out 
that this was a Chamber of Commerce, and 
nearly all the members interested in the sub- 
ject of dyes were merchants. He was of the 
opinign that the merchants knew better than 
anyone Where the present system of licensing 
dyes and chemicals was at fault, and it would 
not need any technical knowledge to put their 
case to the Government. 

Mr. Hilborn, of the Industrial Chemical Co. 
of New York, thought that it would be an 
easy matter for a technical expert to argue 
so as to make it appear to the deciding parties, 
that the merchants had a very poor case; 
however good it was in reality. The other 
members agreed. 

A discussion ensued as to the licensing sub- 
committee’s practice of saying that the im- 
port of a dyestuff was prohibited as a suf- 
ficient supply was available, but not stating 
where this could be obtained. As an example, 
the case of malachite green was quoted. The 
question of the sub-committee was to be fur- 
ther considered. 

An interesting feature of the meeting 
was the brief resume offered by Chair- 
man Keene of his recent trip to Ger- 
many. Mr. Keene’s view of the German 
chemical industry is quite the reverse of 
that taken by many other merchants who 
have made similar inspection trips. After 
an interesting description of actual con- 
ditions in Germany, Mr. Keene closed 
with the following statement of his view 
of the situation :— 

“Far from being in a position to dump 
dyestuffs and other chemicals on Ameri- 
can. British or other markets, Germany 
is actually short, and when she has de- 
livered to the Allies the quantities re- 
quired by the Peace Treaty there will be 
little left to export. The dire shortage of 
coal and raw materials precludes the 
possibility of her becoming anything 
more than a weak competitor for at least 
a year.”

PATENT DECISION 


Window Glass Machine Co. 

Wins Verdict From Circuit 

¢ Appeals Court—May Col- 
lect Millions for In- 


fringements 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov 14, 1919. 
Complete victory for patent owners 
and the prospects of collecting millions 
of dollars for damages for alleged in- 
fringements was practically assured last 


week when patented processes for glass 
blowing and manufacturing were held 
valid by the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in an opinion by Judge Buf- 
fington sitting in Philadelphia. The Win- 
dow Glass Machine Co., owner of the 
patents which they claim have revolu-

The Division of Industrial Research of 
the National Research Council is ar- 
ranging for the formation of a co-opera- 
tive association to plan and _ support 
fundamental researches in alloys. It is 
planned to create a special scientific staff 
composed of a director and assistant di- 
rector of research and a group of scien- 
tific investigators and technical experts 
who shall give their whole time to the 
work.

GERMAN CHEMICAL INDUSTRY FINDS 
DEMAND BRISK, SAY TEUTON WRITERs 





Native Newspapers Also Tell of Plans to Protect New Inventions 
and Processes From Foreign Competitors——No Patents 


to Be Applied For 


MUNICH, Oct. 20, 1919. 

The chemical industry is overwhelmed 
with orders, according to leading export- 
ers. They say there is a brisk demand 
in all countries, including those of the 
Entente. There are buyers from North 
and South America, Turkey, Spain, Italy 
and principally from France, England 
and Finland. All this is what the ex- 
porters say, what trade experts write 
and what the public believes. If it is 
German propaganda, the American trade 
should nevertheless know of what is evi- 
dently the German attitude as to foreign 
competition. The Germans lost some of 
their markets. However, they expect to 


get part of them back again, not by com- 
peting along the old lines, but by intro- 
ducing new articles. 

As to new inventions or discoveries the 
Germans are to follow a new plan. They 
are not to apply for patents. They fear 
they may disclose their secrets by_ en- 
trusting them to a patent office. Their 
new method is to trust in their research 
men. The manufacturers say foreign 
competitors were unable to imitate the 
most valuable of their products although 
their competitors obtained their patents 
and recipes as a result of the war. They 
do not know what the reparation com- 
mission might require them to do, and 
so they do not want to file any knowl- 
edge that competitors might want to 
seize. 

Discussing this situation a correspond- 
ent, writing in the Neue Freie Presse, 
says :-— 

While Munich, harboring magnificent collec- 
tions of art, is at least equal to other art 
centers, it enjoys, in the shape of the German 
Museum, a real world marvel of the greatest 
rank. The museum is the German people’s 
symbol, the same as the London portrait gal- 
lery is near and dear to every British heart. 
This museum of physics and technology is 
now playing a part in the reconstruction of 
Germany that was never thought of before. 
Science will be the main pillar of the new 
national structure to be erected. If we never 
knew how valuable our men of research and 
study were, we know it now. If we did not 
know it the offers made to our men of science 
by foreign competitors would soon enlighten 
and convince the unbelievers. Those splendid 
offers to attract German brains are indeed 
incontrovertible proof. 

The danger of leading German scientists 
emigrating to other countries is mainly immi- 
nent in the field of chemistry and technics, 
for our competitors in the entente countries 
know only too well of our marvelous achieve- 
ments in those two branches of science. And 
they could not even imitate German patents, 
although they tried very hard. 

German brains, it is now planned, are to be 
lured by entente gold and pressed into the 
service of our former enemies, principally in 
America, where drugs, chemical products and 
dyes are so awfully scarce. American indigo, 
it is said, has been rejected by the dyeing 
industry, the same as American salvarsan by 
the physicians. No wonder Americans have 
offered a Munich chemist an annual salary of 
2,000,000 marks! 

Well, the Germans are no longer the simple- 
tons they used to be. Formerly they took 
every foreign visitor around and showed him 
all they had and knew. Those days are gone 
forever. We know what we are worth. The 
most important of our latest achievements are 
not even to be patented, for we cannot afford 
them to the danger of betrayal. Our leading 
men speak of momentous discoveries and in- 
ventions, speak of them full of confidence. For 
instance, there is a new process of color 
photography including multifold reproduction. 
The inventor has not applied for a patent, nor 
will he. The engineer guide who showed me 
around the German Museum said in con- 
clusion :— 

“In the wake of our war of technics a 
peace of technics must follow. Only by its 
achievement in the field of technics will Ger- 
many ever be able to regain its conspicuous 
place in the ranks of nations.’’ 

This engineer, a true seer indeed, spoke of 
a splendid future in store for Germany. The 
‘“‘ideal era,’’ as he called it, is not far off. 
The ‘‘Bayernwerk,’’ a _ gigantic combination 
of all the country’s plants generating elec- 
tricity, of all water works, will be finished 
within measurable time. It will not only elim- 
inate all coal, but also the cumbersome trans- 
portation of coal. No more coal, oh joy! 
Then let the French take a few more of our 
coal mines—we can spare them! 

No more coal—just imagine the labor saved, 
labor which will be utili2ed in the production 
of ammoniac and saltpeter to be taken from 
the air on a scale never deamed of before. 

“And when do you think this blessed work 
of magnificent proportions be ready to start?’’ 
I asked, rather mournfully, thinking that it 
would surely take a generation or two before 
it could be realized. 

“I am sorry to say, it will take almost two 
more years,’’ my modest guide replied apolog- 
etically. ‘‘It is really too bad,’’ he said, ‘‘al- 
most two more years. The strikes, you know, 
have upset all our calculations.’ 

German manufacturers boast that for- 
eign scientists, sent to their factories by 
the enemy, watched and observed all the 
processes. These observers were even 
shown many things they would not have 
seen if they had not been pointed out to 
them. Still it is claimed the foreigners 
learned little, if anything at all, of the 
real secrets of the trade. 

It may be an idle boast, but it is what 
the exporters say. It shows their atti- 
tude. 

Concerning foreign competition Max 
Scheidt writes in the Berlin Tageblatt :— 


Reports that reached us. during the wur, 
telling of conquests in the markets of the 
world where we predominated formerly, were 


not the truth, as we have found out, although 
we might as well admit that our foreign com- 
petitors succeeded in producing a number of 
articles to a certain extent. Necessity led to 
the manufacture of pharmaceutical products. 
In spite of all this, however, there is at pres- 
ent ah overwhelming demand for German 
chemicals. 

When the war énded all the storehouses were 
empty, not only in Germany, but also many 
of those that Germany used to supply in for- 


eign countries. Those empty storehouses ex- 
plain ‘the present demand to an extent. An- 
other explanation is the rate of exchange so 
favorable to the buyer This rate of exchange 
is actually cutting the business in neutral

countries, causing a ruinous decline of prices 
principally in Switzerland. French importers 
who formerly bought those particular goods 
in Switzerland are insisting upon Germap 
manufacturers taking up new lines that were 
foreign to them. Our industry, almost against 
its own will, is actually forced to efface Swiss 
competitors. 

Although German chemicals are very cheap 
in the markets of the world, they are 
priced in domestic markets. Chemicals which 
Germany has to import from abroad are very 
expensive. During the war, for instance, Ger. 
mans had to pay for castor oil, borax and 
turpentine 500 times as much as in peace, 
Fortunately for Germany, prices have gone up 
all over and German prices are comparatively 
cheap. This stimulates exports and, at the 
same time, puts us in a_ position to pay for 
our own imports in foreign currency. It is 
too bad, indeed, that a coal shortage should 
prevent us from reaping the full benefit from 
this favorable constellation. 

Economic conditions are improving rapidly, 
I am glad to say. There are quite a number 
of chemical productions which we manufac. 
ture exclusively. We shall exploit this situa. 
tion as well as we can. We know the situa 
tion in foreign countries; we know what was 
bluff and we know what was facts. If given 
a chance we shall reconquer quite a large 
area of our former markets, no matter how 
much our competitors are blowing. Of course, 
it all depends upon whether we will be given 
the chance, for, if the allies are determined 
to ruin us they can do so. At the same time 
they know that if they do ruin us they will 
be merely cutting off their nose in order t 
spite their face. For our ruin is also thelr 
loss. 

In the Deutsche Tagezeitung, a Con- 
servative journal, an expert writing in 
behalf of the chemical industry, lays it 
on still thicker. He says:— 


There is no truth in the statement accusing 
our chemical industry of treason. We never 
thought of selling our patents, licenses and 
stock to American financiers. Our aniline 
dye and our pharmaceutical industry have 
fully recuperated. They do not need any out- 
side assistance, thank you. Our chemical in- 
dustry is already in a position to resume 
its leading part in the world. Only some 
little fellows are trying to sell out. These 
weak brothers are willing to unload upon 
Americans, provided they can find fools who 
will invest. Why should Americans buy ther 
small plants, while they have plants just 
good established in America? What our weak 
brothers produce they can easily duplicate in 
America and have been doing it right along. 

What our big fellows produce is what 
Americans would like to duplicate. But, al- 
though they have spent hundreds of millions 
of dollars they have not succeeded as ye 
Americans are pretty well informed concern 
ing our chemical industry. At the same time, 
what we don’t know about theirs is not worth 
knowing. We know that America is con 
fronted with a situation which forces them 
either concede that they have spent hundreds 
of millions of dollars without attaining ther 
object, or to come to some sort of agreement 
or arrangement with our chemical industry. 


There is no doubt that the chemical industry 
is also an important war industry. The firm 
establishment of the chemical industry is § 
national requirement for imperialist Americ 
To concede that America, in spite of spending 
hundreds of millions in an attempt to num 
this infant industry, will still have to import 
a large part of her chemicals from Germay, 
would be a fatal admission on the part é> 
present Democratic administration. iden 
Wilson cannot afford to admit his absolut 
failure. For thie reason an attempt is 
to camouflage the import or German che! 
This talk of Americans taking over the G& 
man dye plants, becoming partners a. 
business, buying German patents and is 
is mere camouflage designed to humbug 
American electors. They talk mysteriously 
about forming a bank for the purpose es 
ploiting German patents ‘‘acquired” by at 
Custodian of Alien Property; they ge 
luring German patentees to America in pv 
to find a pretext for bringing a lawsuit age 
one of our big firms which might compel ilar 
latter to compromise.

Answering yours of September 22nd, Formal 
381, with reference to the adulteration of 
sponges, beg to say that we find upon investi- 
gation in our sponge department, that less 
than 1 per cent. of our sales are in adulter- 
ated sponges, so that you might consider that 
we practically sell our goods pure. This has 
always been our practice for the past 50 years,

having built up quite a reputation on our 
pure sponges. 
We believe that sponges should be bought 


and sold by the pound the same as vegetables 
There is a good reason for this, many folks 
were paying an exorbitant price for vege- 
tables when they were bought by count or 
measure. We find the same condition today 
in sponges sold by the piece. 

We are not in favor of a law which would 









prohibit us from adulterating sponges, not 
because we wish to adulterate, but because 
this would place a weapon in the hands of 


the purchaser, which would almost make it 
impossible to collect on account if the party 
wished to avoid payment. 


Pure sponges contain 22 to 35 per cent. 
moisture and other foreign substances. Cor- 
porations and railroad companies, etc., buy 
sponges under specifications making an al- 


lowance for this shrinking. 

To explain why we adulterate about 1 per 
cent. of our stock, some of our trade prefer 
to have adulterated sponges, in which case 
We sell sponges pure, charging them for the 
labor and material used. Occasionally, also, 
we find that sponges in bales will sometimes 
lose several pounds in weight. These weights 
we restore with adulteration.

3. That in the window glass industry there 
are four grades of glass denoting quality or 
clearness, to wit:—AA, or first; A, or second; 
B, or third, and C, or fourth; and the glass 
is bought and sold by the manufacturers, job- 
bers and dealers upon the basis of these qual- 
ity grades, and the prices obtained therefor 
vary according to the different grades, the 
higher grades bringing higher prices. 

4. That window glass is separated or as- 
sorted into the above mentioned grades by 
the manufacturer and packed in wooden boxes, 
upon the outside of which is labeled, stenciled, 
or marked the manufacturer’s name and the 
grade of glass contained therein. Some manu- 
facturers also inclose inside the boxes pieces 
of paper termed ‘‘quality slips,’’ upon which 
is printed the manufacturer's name and the

grade in conformity with the labels on the 
outside of such boxes, and after the glass 
has been thus assurted and packed it is 


shipped or delivered to the purchasers thereof. 

5. That for more than two years last past 
the respondents, A. T. McClure, Arthur W. 
McClure, and John R. McClure, have made 
a practice of buying window glass of a cer- 
tain, definite grade from manufacturers thereof 
and removing the quality slips from the inside 
of the boxes and changing and raising the 
labels on the outside of such boxes to read 
and indicate that a higher grade of glass was 
contained therein, and then selling and ship- 
ping or delivering the same to customers who 
ordered and paid for such higher grade 

6. That for more than two years last past 
the respondents, A. T. McClure, Arthur W. 
McClure, and John R. McClure, have made a 
practice of buying window glass of a certain 
definite grade from manufacturers thereof and, 
without opening the boxes or altering the con- 
tents thereof, changing and raising the labels 
or stencils on the outside of such boxes to 
read and indicate that a higher grade of glass 
was contained therein and then selling and 
shipping or delivering the same to customers 
who ordered and paid for such higher grade 

7. That for more than one year prior to 
the first day of June, 1918, the respondents, 
A. T. McClure, Arthur W. McClure, and John 
R. McClure, in the conduct of their business, 
made a practice of buying window glass from 
the manufacturers thereof and selling the 
same to customers packed in wooden boxes, 
upon the outside of which they marked, labeled 
or stenciled the grade of glass called for by 
such customers’ orders, together with the 
name of the Centerville Glass Co., a defunct 
glass manufacturing concern, which had long 
since ceased to operate or do business, and 
at no time prior to said first day of June, 
1918, did these respondents use a label, stencil 
or mark bearing their own name or that of 
their company. 

8. That for more than two years last past 
the r@spondents, A. T. McClure, Arthur W. 
McClure, and John R. McClure, have made a 
practice of buying window glass of a cer- 
tain, definite grade from manufacturers thereof 
and selling the same as and for that of a 
higher or better grade to customers who or- 
dered and paid for such higher grade. 

9. That by various means and methods 
heretofore described and set forth in the 
above and foregoing paragraphs 5 to & inclu- 
sive, the respondents, A. T. McClure, Arthur 
W. McClure, and John R. McClure, in com- 
merce aforesaid for more than two years last 
past have causcd certain of their customers 
to believe that they were receiving window 
glass of a certain, definite grade and price, 
when in truth and in fact such glass was of 
a lower grade and price

JAPAN BUYING

Some Heavy Sales Reported and

Japan has turned up as a buyer of 


camphor in the New York market. Some 
heavy sales have been recorded at prices 
as high as $3.80 per pound. Further in- 
quiries are in the market at the same 
price. In view of the fact that the Jap- 
anese market is said to stand at $4.15 
per pound, trading here can be under- 
stood 

To offset the high position held by the 
Japanese market, cables from China in- 





dicate that the market for crude was 
broken to $1.70 per pound c. i. f. New 


York. Operations in the Chinese market 
by Japanese factors have been of the 
bear order for some time past. Offers 
of large quantities of Chinese crude are 
coming out, some as large as 150 tons, 
It is the opinion of sellers here that 
Japan is manipulating the China market 
for her own purposes. 

Under these conditions, a large busi- 
ness has been done in the New York 
market. As high as 900 cases have been 
bought and sold during the week. Sev- 
eral low priced lots have gone into firm 
hands, some being acquired at as low as 
$3.40 per pound for slabs.

The growing firmness 1S shown in 
price advances in the iron blues. 
Though this is attributed to the prussi- 
ate of soda situation by some produc- 
ers the men in the trade generally 
say that it is due to the pressure of 
demand. Prussiate is in fact some- 
what easier than a week though 
still high and scarce. : 

The demand is chiefly from doméstic 
consumers; foreigners are making in- 
quiries freely but a genuine demand 
backed up by substantial credits is not 
so evident with the exception of cer- 
tain large interests abroad, 

Pigment producers say that a fair 
export demand is coming from Argen- 
tine and other South American coun- 
tries and that they can get all the 
business from England which they de- 
sire. But since they are unable to take 
care of all their customers at home 
they are giving preference to their 
own countrymen. 

There is a growing tendency on the 
part of the men in the paint industry 
to supply each other with information 
that is of use to each other. This is 
being greatly strengthened by the new 
Statistical bureau of the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, 
which aims to act as a clearing house 
for data of the related industries. 

At the banquet of the Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Club of New York, held last 
Thursday in the Hotel Commodore, the 
statistical work was explained by S. 
Marshal Evans, Vice-President of the 
National Association. The need of co- 
operation between all producing forces 
Was persuasively presented as well. 
Mr. Cornish, President of the National 
Lead Co., followed with a forceful ap- 
peal for the use of common sense in 
the relations of capital and labor. The 
banquet is- covered at length in the 
hews columns of this paper.

COLORS IN OILS 


Colors in oil have been the cause of 
no excitement in the paint and paint 
materials market. A fair amount of 
new business has occupied producers 
sufficiently but they have not been 
swamped with orders. Little change 
may be expected in colors in oil for 
some time unless unexpected condi- 
tions prevail. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS 


A firmer tone to the market in minor 
paint materials reflects the increasing 
demand from customers who are try- 
ing to get supplies in for the winter. 
Consumers are ignoring the present in- 
dustrial disturbances and preparing 
for unremitting work. Producers are 
running still further behind the de- 
mand in some lines and in barytes all 
prices have been withdrawn because 
new business cannot be considered till 
more of the old orders are filled. 

BARYTES.—Producers of barytes 
have withdrawn prices for the present. 
They find it necessary to get a breath- 
ing spell for the sake of filling old 
orders. The lack of railroad facilities 
is interfering with a normal produc- 
tion, but hopes are entertained that the 
Railroad Administration will remedy 
that difficulty and thus enable them to 
get more work done, 


BLANC FIXE.—Blanc fixe is grow- 
ing firmer continually, with a demand 
which increases week by week. On 
the basis of consumers’ needs there 
need be no fear of the demand falling 
off for some time. The only possibility 
of that would be in case of an undue 
prolongation of the present great 
strikes, but the surrender of the coal 
leaders and the apparent willingness of 
the government to negotiate the tense- 
ness is likely to relax for the time 
being. Price is unchanged. 

CASEIN.—Casein prices remain un- 
changed this week, though dealers 
found the demand stiffening and sup- 
plies short. Importations have been 
coming steadily, but they have not 
weakened the market because they are 
readily absorbed. Prices hold steady 
at 16@18c. and there is little gossip 
of another bullish movement. 

COPPER OXIDE.—Some sales of 
copper oxide are made at 24c., the reg- 
ular quotations still remaining at 22@ 
24c. Demand is good at home and 
shows some activity abroad, 

CHINA CLAY.—Imports of China 
clay have been reduced recently by 
the various shipping tie-ups on each 
side of the sea, so the supplies in this

N. P., O. & V. A. BULLETIN 


Contains Inaugural Statement of Presi- 
dent Richard Moore — Other 


Items of Importancé Included 


The twelfth bulletin of the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association has 
just been issued, bearing the date Octo- 
ber, 1919. It contains the inaugural 
statement of President Moore, which is 
given herewith in full:— 


With our entry upon another year of asso- 
ciation activity we are reminded that, how- 
ever conservative we may be, the future al- 
ways is largely speculative. While the gen- 
eral expression heard in our industry is that 
the volume of business during the coming 
winter and spring bids fair to exceed that of 
corresponding seasons previous year, the state- 
ment is speculative to a considerable degree. 

Unmistakably, however, prevailing condi- 
tions indicate such prospects, as to demand 
and volume, while increased costs for ma- 
terials and labor, with generally decreased 
efficiency and production—as well as the prev- 
alent unrest—have their counter effect and 
give ample cause for all members of the paint, 
oil and varnish industry to seriously concern 
themselves in the amelioration of these con- 
ditions. 

The thing to do, the only thing for each 
of us to do, is to settle down in our respective 
work. Therein will each find ample satisfac- 
tion, reward and joy. With this determination 
of spirit not only will every man’s, and every 
concern’s, work be done, but the trade’s work— 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion’s work will be done. 

Retiring President Cornish and our secretary, 
Mr. Horgan, have led the organization, its 
committees and members through a year of 
energetic work and progress, culminating in a 
convention which set an unusually high mark. 

It is my earnest hope that the ability, spirit 
and devotion to the trade’s interests which 
characterized the officers and committees 
throughout the year just closed will be con- 
tinued and that our members who are being 
asked to accept committee service for the com- 
ing year will feel it an honor, privilege and 
duty to carry on the constructive activities 
in which our grand old organization is engaged. 

The new committee appointments will be 
announced in the near future. 

Other matters which are briefly dis- 
cussed include the following:—The An- 
nual Convention, New Zone Organization 
Plan, Revision. of Taxation Measure, 
Naval Stores Questionnaire, the Lyons 
Fair and the New List of Trademarks. 





CINCHONA PRODUCTION 


Drug Manufacturing Committee 
Formed by Indian Government In- 
vestigates Plans for Extensive 


Development 


LONDON, Oct. 25, 1919. 


Various London dispatches of the last 
year or two have indicated the “forward” 
manufacturing policy of the Indian Gov- 
ernment, the idea being to utilize the 
natural resources of British India for the 
benefit of the country, render it inde- 
pendent as far as possible of imported 
supplies and export any surplus produc- 
tion. Sandalwood oil distillation is an 
outstanding example of this policy. It is 
understood that a Drugs Manufacturing 
Committee has been formed by the gov- 
ernment of India. 

Among many other chemicals and 
drugs that are under investigation as to 
their commercial possibilities, not the 
least important is cinchona. An outline 
of Colonel Gage’s inquiry as to suitable 
areas for a great extension of bark cul- 
tivation has already been given in the 
Reporter. A reference to this scheme is 
contained in the Cinchona Administration 
Report of the government of Madras for 
the year 1918-19 as follows :— 


During the year, the report of Colonel Gage, 
I. M. S., was made available to the public. 
His main instruction was to examine the pos- 
sibility of obtaining enough suitable fand 
within the Indian Empire to produce cinchona 
bark adequate for the requirements not only 
of India, but also of the British Empire, in 
the matter of quinine. It is not part of the 
work of this department to offer in this re- 
port any remark on Colonel Gage’s sugges- 
tions, but it is pertinent to state that this 
will be the last annual report of the Madras 
Cinchona Department in the event of an Im- 
perial Cinchona Department being constituted 
within the coming year. 


The history of the pioneer efforts of the late 
Sir Clements Markham and Mr. W. G. Mc- 
Ivor is already too well known to require re- 
iteration here. Every condition which could 
in any way further the growth of the young 
plants was carefully examined by these men, 
so that beginning with a few plants in 1861, 
we have now an area of about 1,400 acres 
fully stocked with trees. An experience was 
gained and the manufacture of a crude febri- 
fuge gave way to the pure salts of quinine, 
the demands on the Madras Department have 
increased, go that at the moment we are re- 
spensible for the requirements of quinine of a 
very large part of India, in addition to those 
of Madras Presidency itself. 

The Government plantations have never 
been maintained on a scale commensurate with 
the demands of India for quinine and unfor- 
tunately there is no land in the proximity of 
the present plantations suitable for extensions. 
These facts, coupled with the steadily dimin- 
ishing supplies of bark from private planta- 
tions, have thrown India to a great extent 
at the mercy of the foreign grower in Java 
and elsewhere. 

The only remedy for this unsatisfactory state 
of affairs is to give effect at once to the 
policy of growing the Indian requirements of 
bark within the confines of the Indian Empire, 
and there is every justification for Govern- 
ment controlling the entire scheme so that a 
maximum quantity of quinine may be pro- 
duced at a minimum figure.

Many in- 
uiries are coming in with promises of 
jarge purchasing in a short time. It is 
certain that contractors will require 
large supplies for the Winter and if 
they do not order at once their orders 
will come in very soon. Dealers are 
not at all alarmed by the comparative 
quietness for they know it cannot last. 
European inquiries have been active 
though little actual trading is being 
done with the countries across the 
water. More would be undertaken if 
the local market were not sufficient to 
absorb all stocks. If the naval stores 
dealers cared to make the necessary 
credit arrangements they could book 
very large orders to Europe, but they 
feel that in view of the strained fi- 
nancial situation over there it is pref- 
erable to deal first with American 
buyers. If additional credit guaran- 
tees are provided for Europe through 
the good offices of the American gov- 
ernment and certain large banking in- 
terests then export inquiries will be 
changed into genuine demand and the 
effect will be to give additional firm- 
ness to the market here. Naval stores 
men, however, are more interested in 
the question of supplies. The light- 
ness of stocks in southern ports with 
no new crop coming in till April means 
that consumers will have to get along 
without the full amounts they other- 
wise would buy. Those who cover 
now will be sure to get their supplies. 
While turpentine held firm at $1.70 
a gallon slight advances in rosin were 
noted. The demand is good and the 
stocks are light, the general situation 
being somewhat better than that of 
turpentine.

In the local market turpentine is 
quoted at $1.70 a gallon. 

The price of turpentine is the same 
as a week ago though there was slight 
fluctuation during the week. Dealers 
are without reserve stocks, the spirits 
which were unloaded at the end of the 
second strike have been sold to ar- 
tive.

PROHIBITION HEAD 
Jon F. Kramer, Mansfield, O., Ap- 


pointed Commissioner to Enforce 
Law — State Allocation of 
Territorial Supervision 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 
Announcement was made on Novem- 
ber 12 by Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Daniel C. Roper of the appointment 
of John F. Kramer of Mansfield, Ohio, 
as Federal prohibition commissioner. Mr. 


Kramer will enter upon his duties No- 
vember 17. His offices will be in the 
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Hooe Building, 1330 F street, Northwest, 
Washington, D. C. The prohibition com- 
missioner was a former member of the 
Ohio legislature, of which. at one time, 
he was minority floor leader. 

Commissioner Kramer will have as 
aids in the enforcement of prohibition 
an executive field force of nine supervis- 
ing Federal prohibition agents and a 
Federal director in each State. The sup- 
ervising Federal prohibition agents will 
have supervision over nine _ territorial 
units, into which the United States will 
be divided. The headquarters of the 
supervising Federal prohibition agents 
probably will be located as follows:— 
Albany, N. Y.; New York city; Rich- 
mond, Va.; Philadelphia, Pa.; Atlanta, 
Ga.; Chicago, Ill.; Omaha, Neb.; San 
Francisco, Cal., and Little Rock, Ark. 
The departments over which their super- 
vision will extend are to be known as 
the Northeastern, New _ York, Eastern, 
Southern, Gulf, Central, Northwestern, 
Southwestern and _ Pacifis. Following 
are the States included in each:— 

Northeastern—Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, New York 
State (except Greater New York and 
Long Island). 

New York—Greater New York City 
and Long Island, Connecticut, Rhode Is- 
land. 

Eastern—New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Maryland, Delaware, District of 
Columbia. 


Southern—Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, 


West Virginia. 

Gulf—Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana. 

Central—lIndiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin. 

Northwestern—Minnesota, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Montana, Wyoming. 

Southwestern — Missouri, Arkansas, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, Colorado, New 
Mexico.

CAMPHOR SUIT ANSWERED

Suit has been started in the Supreme 
Court by the W. K. Jahn Co, Inc., against 
J. C Brown, Inc., for damages of $7,- 
970.40. On December 21, 1917, says the 
plaintiff, a contract was executed for the 
sale to the defendant of 16,500 pounds 
of salicylic acid, U P. powdered, at 
$1.15 per pound, deliveries to be made 
from January to June, 1918. 

From time to time, declares the plain- 
tiff, deliveries were tendered, and it held 
itself out to perform all terms of the 
contract except as to the quota of 7,000 
pounds provided for delivery in January 
and February, which amount was can- 
celled by mutual agreement.

Whale Fishing Season In North Pacific 
Closes, One Company Getting 
1,000,000 Gals. Oil 


SEATTLE, Nov. 10, 1919. 

Officials of the North Pacific Sea Prod- 
ucts Co. report the closing of the 1919 
season, with a catch exceeding last year’s 
by more than 100 mammals. Had not 
the fleet been off duty for a time to help 
combat influenza among the Aleutian Is- 
lands there would have been an even 
greater catch to report. There were 419 
animals caught by the four small whal- 
ers of this company, the largest being 
an 87-feet blue mammal caught by the 
Kodiak, a 99-ton boat. 

The company will have 1,000,000 gal- 
lons of oil, 40 tons of whale meat and a 
large stock of fertilizer for the season's 
work. Other fish oils deliveries of late 
were the 3,000 tons of seal oil and 10,- 
000 tons of fertilizer from the govern- 
ment seal slaughter house on the Pribi- 
loff Islands. The seal oil is to be sold to 
shoe men,’as government experts hold it 
to be unequaled in the manufacture of 
leather polished, while the fertilizer has 
been sold at $80 per ton. This last lot 
was brought down by the navy steamer 
Nanshan. The census of the Pribiloff 
herds for this year showed there were 
542,269 on the islands now.

Industrial Difficulties 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 


A_ report has just reached here by one 
of the executive departments stating that 
the German dye Cartel has decided to 
increase the selling price of aniline dyes 
about 50 per cent. for domestic consump- 
tion. The report states that this in- 
crease in prices will not mean that the 
dividends in industry will be increased 
because it is calculated that such an in- 
crease will be scarcely sufficient to off- 
set the disadvantages under which the 
German dyestuff industry is now operat- 
ing as a result of labor difficulties, the 
inequality of fuel supplies and the stag- 
nation in the industry. 


The report states that the German press 
has for some time been complaining about 
methods which are alleged to be used by 
the French to discover secrets of dye 
manufacturing in the factories which are 
now in French occupied territory. The 
report states.that engineers, chemists, 
university professors and newspaper cor- 
respondents appear almost daily at the 
Ludwigshaven and Oppeau factories and 
in the name of military authorities de- 
mand information about the operation of 
the factory and about various processes. 
Sometimes these investigations last for 
several days. It is said that complaints 
which have been made locally as well as 
official complaints made through the Ger- 
man Armistice Commission have been of 
no avail.

some instances in the Philippines. Five 
per cent. acid oil was quoted at 16%c. 
per pound in sellers’ tanks, Pacific 
coast; in barrels at New York, 18c. per 
pound. Future deliveries are ‘%%c. 
lower. The tightening up of money 
which followed the decline in stocks in 
Wall street was ascribed as a reason 
for the dullness of the week. 

COPRA.—The copra market has been 
quiet, due principally to the high prices 
asked. “I doubt whether there have 
been sales in the last few days,” said a 
handler the other day. Most of the 
copra utilized by crushers in the East 
and elsewhere was purchased when it 
was lower in price. Today’s price of 
10c. per pound in bulk at the Pacific 
coast, and 9%c. per pound for ship- 
ment, is making its absorption difficult 
if present prices on oil are only realized. 
“We cannot make our people buy copra 
for crushing at the prices now heard,” 
is what the dealer in the stock Says, 
and the copra crushers displayed no 
interest in buying, when questioned re- 
garding market conditions. It is ap- 
parent that the competition for stocks 
by crushers of various countries is 
keener than it was some time ago 
Quotations on shipments from the 
South Seas and from the Far East 
name 9%c. per pound for December 
shipment. Among brokers and crushers 
lower prices are looked for in the im- 
pending weeks, but indications at pres- 
ent do not warrant predictions of that 
sort, in the opinion of others. 

CORN OIL.—The corn oil market has 
been quiet in the week, in contrast to 
the better business of some weeks ago. 
Steadiness continues to rule in refined 
oil. Crushers of domestic oils look for 
good domestic demand in the impend- 
ing weeks. Oil in barrels at New York 
(crude) was quoted at 19c. per pound; 
in sellers’ tanks at 18c. per pound, fac- 
tory; refined oil, $24 per 100 pounds. 

HEMPSEED OIL.—The market in 
hempseed oil has shown dull conditions, 
indicating that the quiet tone that has 
prevailed in allied oils was reflected. 
Hempseed oil in barrels was quoted at 
22c. per pound, New York. 

OLIVE OIL.—The olive oil market 
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has been bare of denatured stock, ac- 
cording to some factors in the trade, 
the market for edible oil registering 
fairly firm conditions. ‘‘We do not ex- 
pect quotations on new crop oil until 
December 1 from Spain,” said an im- 
porter. “Shipping conditions are con- 
tingent upon action regarding applica- 
tions for permits.” Last July Spain 
rescinded the action by which permits 
were issued; the ban on oil was made 
on account of the need for conserving 
oil for consumption in Spain. It was 
pointed out the other day that Germany 
and Austria will be in the market for 
large supplies of Spanish oil. Italy and 
France, it is expected, will not be ship- 
ping oil here, on account of need for 
most of the impending production. 
Edible oil in New York was quoted at 
$3@3.25 per gallon, grades of various 
kinds included. Five-gallon tins of oil 
were quoted at $3.90@4.25 per gallon. 
Spanish foots were quoted at 17%c. per 
pound; the easiness in the market has 
been eliminated. Italian foots were 
quoted at 18@18%c. per pound at New 
York. 

PALM OIL.—The palm oil market 
has held fairly steady, with quiet con- 
ditions prevailing. The steel strike has 
lessened demand for oil, and the fall in 
stocks in Wall street has caused money 
of some buyers to be diverted from 
intended buying channels; these are 
reasons assigned for the dullness by 
observers. Lagos oil in casks was 
quoted at 17c. per pound, and Niger

SOYA BEAN OIL.—There was a consider- 
able feeling of uncertainty in the market here 
at the start of the week, due to rumors coming 
from San Francisco that the Oriental bean 
crop had proved a failure, and that asking 
prices were higher. Prompt cables brought 
back varying reports as to the crop, some good, 
some stating production as only average, and 
some bearish, but no changes were heard in 
the c. i. f. prices of 15%@l16c., so that the 
trade soon swung back to normal again. So 
far as can be learned the edible beans, espe- 
cially Kotenashis, are mainly damaged, and 
the soya bean crop will run nearly average. 
The withdrawal of buying support on bean 
oil, due to filling of the cottonseed refiners’ 
orders for the time being, left the market 
rather easier, and the local closing was only 
steady at 16%c. in sellers’ tanks for nearby 
months, and 16%c. for future positions. The 
holdings in local terminals have been mate- 
rially reduced in the past month, despite the 
fact that several boats came in that were not 
scheduled, and the official report is expected 
to show October as one of the heaviest im- 
porting months in the history of the port. 

PERILLA OIL.—Perilla continues steady at 
20%@2ic. in sellers’ tanks, with hardly any 
more trading to report this week than last. 
Handlers say they do not look for any great 
activity for another couple of months, as buy- 
ers seem determined to hold off for as long 
a time as possible. 

CASTOR OIL.—While trade continues slow 
on this offering, there has been enough of an 
increase in the interest to bring a_ higher 
range. Final asking prices were 15@15'%c. in 
sellers’ tanks, and the trend of prices at 
Oriental shipping points is held by traders 
to be steadily upward. 

RAPESEED OIL.—A steady close on rape- 
weed oil was reported, with holders asking 
18%c. in sellers’ tanks, was the_ situation 
locally reported this week, but cable advices 
note an easier tone in the Orient. The latest 
ec. i. f. price was 18c., marking a notable de- 
cline from the week before. This was taken 
by traders here to indicate that the crushers 
realized their late boost was too much for 
the market. 

HEMPSEED OIL.—A lack of buying inter- 
est combined with light stocks to leave the 
market without change here for the past week, 
and hempseed oil closed strong at the old 
price of 17%4@18c. in sellers’ tanks. 

FISH OILS.—Quotations on fish oils at the 
close of this week were:— 

Salmon oil, No. 1, $1.05; sperm oil, No. 1, 
$1.25; whale oil, No. 1, $1.20; domestic herring 
oil, No. 3, $1; Oriental herring oil, No. 3, 
$1.12 sardine oil, No. 3, $1.05; shark oil, 
No. 3, $1.05; dogfish oil, No. 1, $1.15. 

Trading conditions here have been very much 
the same this week as last, with sardine oil 
and whale oil the only two items which 
changed hands to any great extent. The high 
acid fish oils promise to be in demand for an- 
other month or so. There is a more specula- 
tive undertone to the future positions than 
early in the season, and some dealers feel 
that this is going to be productive of much 
activity and price changes within the near 
future. 


JAPAN OIL MARKET 


TOKIO, Japan, Oct. 13, 1919. 


CHINAWOOD—Has got much duller appar- 
ently on the ebbing interest of buyers in it 
and the inflation of the visible stock. It is 
offered freely at 27 yen per case. 

COCOANUT OIL—Remains dull and in- 
active, but nominally the level of 34 yen per 
picul is kept up. The visible stock of this 
oil is becoming smaller as oil millers have 
stopped their operations, having been dis- 
mayed by the rapid rise in the cost of copra 
at Southern points and the curtailment of 
their remuneration. 

COPRA—Is nominally quoted at 24 yen per 
picul. The visible stock of copra is quite 
short, as importers have restricted their ship- 
ments from Southern points in view of the 
rapid increase in the price at those points 
and the growing dullness of the cocoanut oil 
trade here. However ,the copra market has 
felt very little stimulus. During September, 
according to the Japanese Government returns 
just published, there was no arrival of copra 
from Southern points, whereas during the 
corresponding period of last year the arrival 
amounted to 1,611,000 yen worth. During the 
nine months ended September 30 the total 
value of imported copra reached 1,267,000 yen, 
which figure was a decrease of 8,465,000 yen 
as compared with the same period last year. 

HERRING OIL AND SARDINE OIL—Are 
both quoted at the old figure, 6.50 yen per can. 
Their market shows no new development for 
the present, demand for both of those oils 
having fallen off badly. 

LINSEED OIL—Is inactive. It is almost 
neglected entirely by users and hardly is any 
shifting of cargo observed. The price is nom- 
inally kept up to the level of 28 yen per case. 

PEANUT OIL—Is poorly stocked here. Ac- 
cording to a prominent man in Tokio, the 
visible stock at Tokio and Yokohoma is hardly 
more than 100 tons. However, its price is 
weaker as foreign inquiries are becoming 
duller. It is quoted at 42.50@43 yen per 
picul. - 

PERILLA OIL—Is somewhat in sympathy 
with rapeseed and sesame seed oil, but its 
strength has not yet increased so much as to 
send up its price higher. The standard grade 
is still staying on at 28 yen per case. The 
best grade is quoted at 28.50 yen per case. 

RAPESEED OIL—Has advanced to a pretty 
large extent. Unbleached oil is quoted at 
23.70 yen per case. Bleached oil is quoted 
at 26.50@28.50 yen per case. Some Tokio oil 
men point out as one of the primary reasons 
for the boom the resumption of export nego- 
tiations by American oil importers, but in 
the opinion of one of the biggest export firms 
here, that is of secondary importance as 
cause for the ruling boom in this oil. This 
year the crop of rapeseeds or colza in China 
is very poor, both in quantity and quality, 
and at Chinese ports the price of the seed 
shows a strong tendency to go up. This and 
the increasing strength of labor’s claim for 
higher wages have induced oil mills to stand 
firmer in maintaining their exceedingly high 
quotations. Unless their figures are accepted, 
oil men cannot cover enough cargo. 

SESAME SEED OIL—Has already reached 
28@31 yen per case, but Tokio oil men are 
of opinion that soon these levels will be 
surpassed, Demand is only fairly active, but 
oil mills’ attitude is growing stronger. Ses- 
ame seeds are fast advancing and oil mills 
feel keen stimulation. 

SHARK OIL—Is completely dead and im- 
mobile. Occasionally local demand is in 
evidence, but almost no foreign inquiries are 
received. Nominally it is kept up to the 
level of 7 yen per can. Cod oil is quoted at 
the same figure. 

SOYA BEAN OIL-—Is dull and inactive, but 
its price tends upward. Kobe holders’ price 
is up to 34 yen per picul. The year’s crop 
of soya beans in Manchuria is poorer, not 
only in quantity but in quality and demand 
from buyers is concentrated on old cargo 
with the result that the soya bean market is 
actively sending up the quotation of old 
beans. This oil is now in sympathy with 
soya beans. 

WHALE OIL—Is extremely dull and in- 
active. Hardly are any inquiries from over- 
seas received. The shifting of cargo at home, 
too, is restricted. The price is, however, kept 
up to the level of 7.50 yen per can on pro- 
ducers’ hard attitude.

Should the mining interests succeed in 
their project, manufacturers of mercu- 
rials claimed that foreign makers will be 
able to ship their preparations to this 
country and undersell domestic makers, 
It was for this reason that makers in 
this country insist that a duty on quick- 
silver makes imperative a similar provi- 
sion on imports of manufactured prod- 
ucts from abroad. 


thering their project, mine own- 
ets country claim that _ mercury 
cannot be mined and sold profitably to 
manufacturing consumers at less than 
$95 per flask. This was due _to the high 
production costs in the_ United States. 
They pointed out that mining costs in the 
foreign fields were much lower. Accord- 
ing to latest estimates, foreign metal can 
be mined and laid down in New York for 
$40 per flask if competition forced ex- 
porters to seek the lowest selling price. 
The proposed duty will be expected to 
equalize production costs. 


and market manipulation 
was charged against the mining inter- 
ests by consumers. Allowing for a nat- 
ural decrease in production from the high 
levels made necessary by the war, it has 
been claimed that production has_ been 
cut to proportions below the normal con- 
suming requirements of this country. 
Mines have been closed down entirely or 
to 50 per cent. capacity at the present 
time. The extent to which this was 
true was interpreted by consumers to 
mean concerted action on the part of 
miners. 

Having reduced output to sub-normal 
levels, production costs per flask have 
risen at the mines. On this basis, im- 
position of a protective duty was urged. 
Prices to the consumer have been forced 
up coincident with the decline in output 
at the mines. Consumers have paid be- 
tween $110 and $80 per flask, quotations 
differing according to delivery They 
claim that by holding down mine output, 
raising production costs, and forcing high 
prices on the consumers, the quicksilver 
interests in this have calculated to pro- 
duce propaganda for their $35 per flask 
duty proposal. 

It was claimed that American inter- 
ests have sought a working agreement 
with the European controlling interests. 
Attempts to reach a mutually satisfac-

tory ground have been going on for some 
years. It has been felt that with the 
European situation tending to monopoly 
by the English financiers, the time may 
be ripe for successful pooling of Amer- 
ican interests. 

According to American consumers, it 
has been proposed that production in this 
country be kept at a low level. By 
agreement with London, a percentage of 
European output may be allotted to this 
country sufficient in quantity to meet 
consuming requirements, Stabilization 
of the world market was expected to re- 
sult and prices kept under centralized 
control. 

Connection between the heavy concen- 
tration of metal in London apd the 
sharply lowered production in the United 
States was thought to exist. According 
to the returns of the British Board of 
Trade, during nine months ending Sep- 


tember 30, 1919, imports totaled 33,663 
flasks. 

Of the leading foreign markets Lon- 
don, Genoa, and Mexico, London mar- 


keted the Spanish mine output. Through 
the war, the Italian Government has ob- 
tained control of the Idria mines for- 
merly belonging to Austria, and it has 
drawn up a plan for State control of 
mercury. Mines in the redeemed terri- 
tory have been placed under a special 
system of control. British financial in- 
terests own the Spanish mine. It was 
thought that monopoly by the Italian 
State will probably lead to a systematic 
concentration of all mercury into the 
control of those interests long. identified 


with the disposal of Spanish metal. 
Demand abroad has not been heavy 
and sellers there have hoped for a 


marked improvement in export inquiries. 

Decrease in production in the United 
States has been striking. The record 
output was reached in’'1917 when 35,954 
flasks were mined. Production declined 
to 8,674 flasks for the first three months 
of 1918 while the total for six months 
was 17,576 flasks. Records for the first 
three months of 1919 show a further de- 
cline in output, the total being officially 
5,960 flasks. 

American consumers have gone abroad 
for stock. Up to September 30, 1919, im. 
portations totaled 1,524 flasks from Lon- 
don, Genoa and Constantinople. Further 
supplies totaling 2,372 flasks were se- 
cured from Mexico. Despite these efforts, 
consumption has been in excess of sup- 
plies of raw material. Prices have _ in- 
creased steadily and consumers have had 
to pay owing to inability to secure metal 
abroad at prices proportionate to foreign 
production costs. 


Under these circumstances, they view 
the attempt to secure a duty im- 
post of $35 per flask as certain to spell 
the end of American mercurial produc- 
tion unless adequate tariff protection be 
extended to manufacturers in this coun- 
try. 

Efforts to break the present situation 
have proven of no avail. One producer 
went so far as to practically stop pro- 
duction rather than meet the exorbitant 
demands of the mines. It has been felt 
that if a duty were placed on the cheaper 
metal obtainable abroad, nothing can 
prevent foreign made mercurials being 
sent to this country at prices which will 
put the domestic maker out of business. 

For this reason, it has been proposed 
that in such event factory branches of 
American firms be erected abroad. Fail- 
ing that, contracts may be entered with 
the leading British and other makers 
covering the needs of producers in this 
country. It has been admitted that this 
would about ruin the quicksilver mining 
industry in this country. If manufactur- 
ers of mercurials be eliminated, con- 
sumption by all other buyers will not 
total more than 5,000 flasks per year. 





FERTILIZER MATERIALS PRICES 
NOT FIXED SAYS BUREAU OF SOILS 





Government Officials Notify Trade of Withdrawal of November 5 
Letter Which It Is Asserted Has Been Misinterpreted 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 

To correct the apparent impression of 
the fertilizer trade in regard to manu- 
facturers’ prices on raw fertilizer mate- 
rials, the Bureau of Soils, Department of 
Agriculture, today sent out the follow- 
ing letter to all such manufacturers for 
their protection :—

In view of varying conditions in 
the different sections of the country, it 
is deemed advisable not to name October 
7, or any other definite date, as a guide 
in the matter of profiteering, but the 
department wishes to impress upon the 
trade that it proposes to do all in its 
power to bring about normal conditions 
and to prevent profiteering. In this con- 
nection, your attention is especially di- 
rected to the provisions of the Control 
Law, approved August 10, 1917, as 
amended. Section 4 thereof makes it un- 
lawful for any person “to make any un- 
just or unreasonable rate or charge in 
handling or dealing in or with” such 
commodities. It further provides that 
any person who violates the provision 
above mentioned shall, upon conviction, 
be fined not exceeding $5,000 or be im- 
prisoned for not more than two years. 
The department will keep in close touch 
with the situation and promptly report 
to the Department of Justice for prose- 
cution any violations of this law.”

Distilled Spirits ‘Use and Sale Under 
Modified Regulations Just 


Announced 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 


Modification of previously promulgated 
regulations relating to the use and sale of 
distilled spirits and wines for non-bever- 
age purposes under the federal prohibi- 
tion law is the sybject of treasury deci- 
sion No, 2946, handed down today by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, It is 
as follows :— 


Articles 15(a), 
40, approved Oct. 
read as follows:— 

Article 1(a).—All holders of permits issued 
prior to Nov. 1, 1919, are required to give a 
new bond on form herein prescribed, not later 
than Dec. 31, 1919; provided, however, that 
no new bond need be filed where a satisfac- 
tory bond was filed prior to Nov. 1, 1919, on 
the latest revised form 738, published in treas- 
ury decision 2788 or treasury decision 2940, 
in a sufficient penal sum to meet the re- 
quirements of section 15(f) of treasury decision 
240, and in no case less than $1,000. All ex- 
isting permits expire on Dec. 31, 1919, unless 
such new bond is furnished where required 
as above. 

Article 15(f).—The basis of the penal sum 
of bond, form 738 or form 738A, covering the 
use or sale of non-beverage spirits, is $4.20 
per proof gallon on the quantity of spirits 
which will be received during any quarterly 
period of the calendar year, plus the amount 
of non-beverage spirits on hand at the end of 
the preceding quarter. 

The penal sum of bonds covering wines will 
be computed at the rate of $100 for each 200 
gallons, or any fractional part thereof, which 
will be received during any quarterly period 
of the calendar year, plus the amount on hand 
at the end of the preceding quarter. 

The penal sum of a bond to cover both non- 
beverage spirits and wines shall be the ag- 
sregate sum of the amounts required for each, 
Provided, however, that the penal sum of any 
bond shall be not less than $1,000 nor more 
than $100,000. 

Article 18(c).—After Dec. 1, 1919, the vendor 
must, under no circumstances, deliver wines 
(except for sacramental purposes, after re- 
ceipt of forms 801 or 802), or non-beverage 
spirits, unless on receipt of application form 
18, duly certified by the prohibition enforce- 
ie officers, as set forth herein. Until Dec.

Non-Beverage Alcohol Tax Ruling 
Amended by New Decision

Makers of printers’ inks and litho- 
graphers’ inks have ceased work in 
shops in New York City, adding addi- 
tional complications to the situation 
in the printing and publishing indus- 
try. It is said that 20 factories were 
closed, and that 500 employees were in- 
volved. An advance in wages is sought 
by the inkmakers. Loss of Christmas 
printing, due to inability to secure ink, 
will total a large sum, unless a settle- 
ment between the employers and em- 
ployees is reached. 


H. S. Chatfield, of the firm Kase- 
bier & Chatfield, Inc., shellac importers, 
reports business thriving in the West, 
from which section he recently re- 
turned. Demand for shellac from the 
furniture trade is heavy, owing to a 
return to the shellac and wax finish 
popular with manufacturers in the past. 
Mr. Chatfield attended the meetings of 
the Paint Grinders’ Association, Octo- 
ber 27 and 28, and the Varnish Makers’ 
Association, October 30 and 31. Both 
meetings were held in Chicago.

RAILROAD AND TRAFFIC RULINGS 





DU PONT DE NEMOURS & CO. WIN 3 APPEALS 
MADE AGAINST RAILROADS TO I. C. C. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 
Decisions have been rendered by the 


Interstate Commerce Commission in 
favor of E. I. duPont de Nemours & Co. 
in three cases of alleged unreasonable 


charges exacted by railroads for trans- 
portation of freight. Reparation in the 
sum of $1,345.69 with interest has been 
awarded in the matter of two carloads 
of nitrate of potash shipped via the 
Philadelphia & Reading Ry. Co. and 
other carriers, from Carney’s Point, N. 
J., to American Lake, Wash., on Jan- 
uary 17, 1918, on which the rate of $1.90 
per 100 pounds was charged; the com- 
mission deciding that the rate should 
have been $1.10. 

In the case of 14 carloads of soda ash ship- 
ped via the Central Railroad of New Jersey 


and other carriers, from Newark, N. J., to 
Hopewell, Va., in November, 1917, the rates 
were not found to be unreasonable, but over- 


charge was assessed by reason of misrouting 
by the initial carrier. Order awarding repara- 
tion will be entered by the commission when 
a statement showing the details of the ship- 
ments is prepared by the complainant, veri- 
fied by the defendants, and submitted to the 
commission so that the proper amount can be 
determined. 

The third case related to complaint against 
the rate of 54%c. per 100 lbs., which was 
charged on specified shipments of wet nitro- 
cellulose shipped from Norfolk, Va., to Car- 
ney’s Point, N. J., which rate was found to be 
unreasonable to the extent that it exceeded the 
contemporaneous rate of 38.9c., applicable from 
Hopewell, Va., to which Norfolk is inter- 
mediate by the route of movement from Nor- 
folk. Other awarding reparation will be en- 
tered by the commission on receipt of a de- 
tailed statement as required in the above case. 

The latest development in the Coddington 
oil case against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railroad and other carriers, relating to 
rates applicable to shipments of refined pe- 
troleum oil from the mid-continent fields in 
Kansas and Oklahoma and Sugar Creek, Mo., 
is the commission’s denial of a petition for 
rehearing. The order is as follows:-— 

‘Upon further consideration of the record 
in the above-entitled proceeding, and of pe- 
tition filed on behalf of complainant, Codding- 
ton County Oil Co., and intervener, Board of 
Railroad Commissioners of the State of South 
Dakota, for rehearing and modification of the 
commission's order entered herein on May 5, 
919, 

: “It is ordered, that the said petition be, and 
denied.”’ By the commission.

The re- 
port of American buying in Germany 
persisted. Most factors believed this 
to be evidence of a futile attempt of 
German interests to depress the mar- 
ket in this country. 

While the speculative items have de- 
veloped curious angles, the market as 
a whole represented marked scarcity 
in materials both manufactured and 
crude. This is due at least in part to 
the heavy business coming to the pro- 
ducers of fine chemicals and pharma- 
ceutical products. Practically every 
large house reported October to be a 
banner month of the year. Production 
is for the most part behind consuming 
requirements. Shortage in raw mate- 
rials tends to prevent speeding up of 
factory output while consumers of 
many items are clamoring for supplies. 
The principal items noted in this con- 
nection during the week were acetanilid, 
acetphenetidin, caffeine, alkaloid, cou- 
marin, formaldehyde, hexa-methylene- 
tetramine, and the salicylate group.

Three car loads arriving from. the 
Coast have practically gone to fill sales 
on forward delivery. Consumers have 
been able to secure some of this as low 
as $80 per flask. 

At the close of the period, the mar- 
ket was in uncertain condition owing 
to the possibility of the heavy ship- 
ments from London. It was thought 
that temporary depression might result, 
but even consumers were of the opinion 
that mercury at $90 per flask even 
under these conditions is a good buy. 

QUININE.—The feature of the week 
is the fact that it is possible to buy 
goods off the steamer Rotti on the basis 
of $1.20@1.25 per ounce. In the middle 
of the week, they had not secured 
dockage but was expected to begin 
discharge by Friday. It is interesting 
to note that purchases from this 
arrival have been made by gne of the 
leading American manufacturers. Con- 
tracts have been entered into for sup- 
plies to help out on the very limited 
deliveries possible to the domestic 
makers under the period of shortage 
in bark. Their position as to raw ma- 
terial bids fair to be relieved, there 
having arrived 2,096 parcels during the 
week. 

Prices for goods actually 
have varied between $1.35 and $1.37% 
per ounce throughout the week. The 
resale market was not active, how- 
ever, as the same 200,000 ounces aboard 
the Rotti are acting as a brake to 
speculation. Java goods were quoted 
$1.20@1.25 per ounce, the sellers offer- 
ing freely on the condition that they 
go to a legitimate consumer and not 
into the hands of the speculative ele- 
ment which has controlled the market 
for some time past. 

Late in the week, a rumor or interest 
was current relative to the decreased 
shipments of cinchona bark as well as 
sulphate from Java. It was stated that 
German interests had been very active 
in the primary market, taking up large 
parcels against the heavy requirements 
of the German market. This was said 
to account for the shortage experienced 
by the American manufactures. The

The cost in the country 
has steadily risen and during the past 
week further advances have brought 
corelative developments as to spot 
holdings. The new position is 75@77c. 
per pound. Grinding bark is noted at 
30@82c. per pound. 

LEMON PEEL.—Although all ad- 
vices received from the primar market 
show an appreciable increase in ship- 
ment quotations applied to citrus 
products, no change is noted in the 
case of lemon peel. Importers are 
watching stocks closely, however, and 
are maintaining intimate relations with 
the exporters abroad. The closing price 
Was 10@1l1c. per pound. 

PRICKLY ASH.—The low sellers on 
spot advanced prices to a minimum of 
20c. per pound, Up to 238c. per pound 
is being asked by some factors. De- 
mand is fairly active at the moment 
and higher prices are freely predicted. 

SASSAFRAS.—Selected goods held 
at 55@60c. per pound while the ordi- 
nary variety was quoted steady at 45@

up offerings quoted firm on the basis 
of $1.75@2 per pound. 

VANILLA.—While no changes came 
in spot quotations, importers stated 
that there has been nonabatement of 
primary market strength. Europe 
seems far from being satiated with 
material. The chocolate makers are 
running shifts of 24 hours in some 
cases and at that are said to be way 
behind in filling orders. This applies 
to France, Switzerland, Austria, and, 
in a partial sense, to England. This 
naturally strengthens the position of 
vanilla holders. Material destined for 
the United States continues to be 
sold to European account. However, 
there is a growing tendency to ease 
up in this practice. Replacements 
must be made in the primary market 
and with time and price playing strong 
part in making speculation dangerous, 
importers are becoming more con- 
servative in their views toward the 
undoubted advantage in disposing of 
goods at the high prices possible 
abroad. 

Demand in this country is steady, 
and from the estimates of importers 
it would appear that, at the present 
rate and in connection with the extent 
of stocks, a pinch will be felt in the 
spring. At present, consumers are 
taking up promptly all offers which 
are made at the inside positions. The 
final quotations were as follows:— 
Mexicans, whole, $4.25@5; cuts, $3.25 
@3.50; Bourbon, $2.75@3.25; Tahiti, in 
practically nominal position, at $2.75 
@3 per pound, according to label and 
quantity.

Of late there have been offer- 
ings coming out from weaker holders 
and this has brought sales at slightly 
lower levels from the real market for 
round lots. A feature of trade at the 
present time is the remarkable offerings 
of China crude which come from houses 
on the Pacific coast. They are below 
all reason, are not firm but subject to 
confirmation, and sellers here show 
little interest. It is a fact that 
Japanese importers in Japan have paid 
from 20c. to 40c. per pound higher on 
actual transactions as compared with 
the offerings telegraphed to New York 
from the coast. At the moment. sell- 
ers here are awaiting developments. 
They feel certain that high levels are 
assured and are willing to take ad- 
vantage of any reactions in order to 
further strengthen their position.

Ad- 
vices agreed as to this price, but for 
March some _ difference in opinion 
existed. One cable named 477s. 6d., 
while another quoted 480s. per hundred- 
weight. A startling quotation was that 
on superfine orange. Cabled advices 
named 595s. per hundredweight, Lon- 
don. It was estimated that undoubtedly 
this grade has already sold in London 
at 600s. or better. 

Calcutta quoted $1.16@1.17 per pound 
late in the week as against $1.08 at the 
close of the previous period. At present 
exchange the price would be approxi- 
mately $1 per pound. Despite this—or 
perhaps because of it—sales of T. N. 
in fairly close-by position were made 
at $1.15 per pound by factors on the 
spot. 

The trade in this country is over- 
whelmingly strong. Demand from all 
sources is such as to make almost im- 
possible the acquisition of any reserve 
supplies, no matter of what variety. 
It cannot be gainsaid that the supply 
of material coming to the country dur- 
ing the past eleven months is at least 
60 per cent. below the normal demands 
of the consuming trade, In addition to 
the tremendous consumption by record 
makers, electrical companies, etc., fur- 
niture makers are turning more and 
more to shellac in place of varnish. 
A shellac and wax finish is the feature 
of furniture finishes at the present time 
and apparently such consumers of 
shellac are not at all hard to convinces 
that buying against future needs at 
this time is the part of wisdom. One 
factor on spot reports a splendid busi- 
ness out in the West, so much so as te 
make it necessary for him to stop 
selling. 

Prices hold nominally in the same 
position as last week.

JAPAN DRUG MARKET 


TOKIO, Japan, Oct. 18, 1919. 

ATROPINE—Has failed to maintain the 
level reached last week, namely, 11 yen per 
3% grams, jobbers’ price being now much 
lower, although manufacturers quote atropine 
sulphate for export at 10:50 yen per 8% grams. 

CAFFEINE—Is maintaining its high level 
reached last week still, but it has no strength 
to go up higher than that. Caffeine alkaloid 
is quoted at 13.50 yen per Ib. 

CAMPHOR—Still stands at the old marks. 
Camphor canes are quoted at 650 yen per 100 
lbs., and crude camphor oil at 45 yen per 
picul. Its market has also showed no new 
developments, Borneo camphor has on the 
other hand commenced to fall away as the 
visible stock has got much bigger on the 
wane in demand from overseas. The best 
grade crystals are now offered at 15 yen per 
kin, Crude oil is quoted at 2.40 yen per kin. 

CASTOR OIL—Has badly slumped by 4 yen 
per picul since last Monday. Holders have 
commenced to realize their cargo, being un- 
able to stand the weight of the increasing 
accumulations in the market. Refined oil is 
quoted at 34 yen per picul while crude oil 
is offered at 31 yen per picul. 

CITRIC ACID—Is on the decline again as 
its buying season has passed away and the 
cargo on holders’ hand is much bigger, It is 
quoted at 2.30 yen per Ib. 

COCAINE—Is staying on at the low level

4c, less the usual discount, In 
ee aber heavy chemicals much the 
same situation is noted. Dealers are 
unable to get hold of any resale ma- 
terial to speak of and such small lots 
as they have are usually goods which 
they have secured from the producers. 
Prices are entirely in the hands of the 
manufacturers. Spot goods are limi- 
ted and the bulk of the trading is in 
contract, A large amount of this 
class of the business in ash and bleach 
was also transacted during the week. 
The market for the finer chemicals 
has been rather more quiet than that 
for the heavy chemical group. The 
prices named on spot, however, are 
very firm and in many of the items 
advances have been named during the 
past month. The producers state that 
these advances in prices are the re- 
sult of the unsettled conditions pre- 
vailirg in all industry. Chief among 
the reasons assigned is the fact that 
strikes have tied up the production 
of many of the items while in other 
instances these strikes have had the 
effect of advancing wages and thus 
forcing costs higher than they have 
been at any time even during the war 
period. Some makers of chemicals 
are of the opinion that when the 
peace treaty is finally out of the way 
a more normal condition will speedily 
arise, but it is difficult to see just why 
this will be the case. An encouraging 
feature of the market is that in spite 
of the high prices and constant ad- 
vances in value of most chemicals, 
buyers are taking supplies in their 
usual way. In fact it is stated that 
where contracts are being taken to 
run into 1920, the figures are well in 
advance of the pre-war requirements 
of the buyers. This indicates that the 
buyers are anticipating more normal 
conditions and are planning their pro- 
duction for 1920 in accordance with 
this belief. There should be a very 
active market when things finally ad- 
just themselves. 


In many of the chemical items sup- 
plies are not in very good shape. It 
is stated that spot goods in nearly all 
lines are down to a low ebb. Buyers 
have been content for some time back 
to take small lots in the resale market. 
On this account dealers in this ma- 
terial are not very well supplied with 
most of the items on the list, There 
is a good demand for additional lots 
in the spot market and the producers 
are getting more of this class of the 
business than is usual. 


There is a good export business com- 
ing through and South America and 
the Orient have been large buyers of 
chemicals during the week.

Chrome 
grades are very firm at 15c. per pound 
for the ammonia and l7c. per pound 
for the potash. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—There has 
been a strong export demand during 
the past week just as there has been 
for a month back. This fact is adding 
additional strength to an already firm 
market and producers state that they 
are experiencing no difficulty in getting 
2%c. per pound for the iron free and 
1%c. per pound for the commercial. 
Quotations lower than this could not 
be heard in the market. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—The de- 
mand is good and sellers are holding 
their prices in line without difficulty. 
Large orders were taken during the 
week by prominent interests and the 
prices are very firm at 15c. per pound 
for the light and 8c. per pound for the 
heavy. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—The demand for 
all ammonia products is far ahead of 
the supply and spot goods are very 
limited. Buyers are unable to fill 
large orders on spot and the pro- 
ducers are not quoting shipments for 
definite date. The steel strike has 
tied up the production to a consider- 
able extent. Prices on 26 degree ma- 
terial for shipment are held at 7c. per 
puund in drums. Spot goods are some- 
what higher than this figure. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—The demand for 
the finished grades of the material is 
good and the spot situation was very 
tight at the close of the week. One 
large buyer was in the market for two 
cars but was unable to get but one car 
promptly. Prices are higher in most 
directions and sellers would not offer 
the white granular at less than 13%4c. 
per pound during the week. The gray 
is quoted at 13c. per pound in some 
directions but there is little available. 
The lump grade is also very firm and 
prices stand at 28@3lc. per pound, de- 
pending on the source of the material. 

ANTIMONY.—There has been a 
steady market for needle antimony 
during the past week and sellers are 
inclined to firm their prices up in most 
directions. Better than 9c. per pound 
could not have been done on spot in 
any direction. The oxide is also firm 
with 9%c. per pound named as the in- 
side price, Sulphureted grades are 
very scarce and are generally being 
sold on the bid of the customer. 

ARGOLS.—There is little of this ma- 
terial available on spot and quotations 
are firmly maintained. Importations 
are received in fair volume, but the 
good demand is holding the spot price 
down pretty well. Sales on the basis 
of 10c. per pound represented that low 
point of the market during the past 
week. 

ARSENIC.—There has been a strong 
call from the glass makers for white 
arsenic during the past week and the 
market is rather bare of supplies. 
Prices are very firm at their recent 
advance and there was no possibility 
of shading 10c. per pound during the 
week. Most sellers held their supplies 
at somewhat higher levels than this. 
The red grade is quoted on the basis 
of 25@27c. per pound. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—The _ entire 
group has been very firm for the past 
month or more. Prices are well main- 
tained, with producers holding the 
market well in hand. It is stated that 
there has been some difficulty in sup- 
plying the entire demand during the 
week and large orders are being held 
up on account of the tightness of the 
market. The chloride is priced at $80 
per ton for the white crystals and $65 
per ton for the off-color grade. The 
carbonate is offered at $60 per ton, 
while the binoxide is in good request 
at 22%c. per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—There is a 
demand for 1920 contracts in the mar- 
ket. It is stated that these are for 
larger lots than is usual and that in 
some cases the producers are well sold 
up for the coming year. Reports to the 
effect that the producers will soon 
withdraw contract prices until they see 
how they stand are current in the mar- 
ket. Spot goods is limited and the 
market remains in the hands of the 
producers. Prices are generally well 
maintained with 2%c. per pound the

BRIMSTONE.—There has been no 
change since the report of a week ago.

Large supplies which 
have been on the market for several 
months are about exhausted and at the 
close of the week prices on the basis 
of llc. per pound were reported. 


CHLORINE.—The demand is steady 
and spot goods are held at their former 
levels of 8@9c. per pound. The con- 
tract business is of fair proportions. 
Prices on this vary with the amount 
taken but are in all cases considerably 
below the levels for spot transactions. 

CHROME ACETATE.—Only a fair 
demand and routine trading developed 
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during the week. Producers are un- 
changed in their views of the value of 
the material, however, and are quoting 
no less than 5%c. per pound for the 
20-degree grade of the material. 

COPPER CARBONATE.—There is 
little interest in the supplies of this 
material which are offered in the spot 
market. The price follows that of the 
sulphate pretty well and is unchanged 
since the last report. Sales on the 
basis of 26@28c. per pound, according 
to quantity, were reported by one of 
the leading sellers during the past 
week, 

COPPERAS.—No change in the pro- 
ducers figures has been noted during 
the past week in this item. These 
factors are quoting on the basis of 
$1.20 per cwt, works. Second hands 
have little to offer and are generally 
quoting at this figure. One large pro- 
ducer reports a sale of a moderate 
quantity at the close of the week at 
$1.35 per cwt. There is a good demand 
for the product. 

ETHYL ACETATE.—The demand 
for this material is of fair proportions 
and the prices named in the spot 
market are apparently well main- 
tained at the levels noted at the time 
of the last report. Business has been 
steady during the week and quota- 
tions lower than 80c. per gallon for 
the commercial grade of the material 
were well maintained.

FLUORSPAR.—This material is in 
strong demand and the supply is very 
restricted. It is stated that only very 
small lots are obtainable from the 
producers and that they are doing their 
best to fill their existing orders before 
the winter puts an end’ to operations 
in the quarries. Prices are very firm 
and nothing better than $40 per ton 
for the 90 per cent. powdered grade 
could be done during the week. Othe» 
grades are proportionally high priced. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—The demand 
for refined sulphate of soda has been 
strong during the week and the mar- 
ket is almost entirely in the hands of 
the producers.

LEAD NITRATE.—There is little 
doing in the market, but prices hold 
up well in the hands of the producers. 
Sales on the basis of 75c, per pound 
were reported during the past wéek. 

LIME ACETATE.—There has been 
no change in the prices named by the 
producers of this material. Sales at 
2c. per pound to consumers were re- 
ported. It is stated that business with 
second hand factors is quoted at some- 
what higher levels and one quotation 
on a considerable quantity of the ma- 
terial was heard at $51 per ton during 
the past week.

NICKEL SALTS.—This product con- 
tinued to advance during the week on 
account of the fact that some of the 
large holders are sold up over the 
balance of the year. There has been 
an unprecedented demand for all 
grades of the sulphate during the week 
and the platers salt is no exception 
to this rule. At the close of the week 
agents of the leading producers re- 


fused to quote at less than l6c. per 
pound for the single salts and 14c. 
per pound for the double. This is the 


level which prevailed at the first of the 
year. Higher prices than this are 
freely predicted in the market, 
PHOSPHORUS.—There has been a 
firm market for phosphorus in all 
grades during the week. So far there 
has been no change in the prices of 
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the producers who held fast at the 
recent advance. The red grade is still 
offered at 60c. per pound with the yel- 
low at 35c. and the sesquisulphide at 
42%c. per pound, Other producers 
have advanced their prices on all 
grades 5c. on the pound, 

POTASH CHLORATE. —The pro- 
ducers have reduced their prices 
slightly on this material owing to the 
lower costs of their raw material and 
at the close of the week 19c. per 
pound could have been done withvut 
difficulty. There has been a good de- 
mand during the week and the mar- 
ket is entirely in the hands of the 
makers. 

POTASH CARBONATE.—The holders 
of practically the only supply of -this 
material available state that they are 
sold up on the 80@85 per cent. grade 
of the product and that they have only 
a very small quantity to offer. They 
are now quoting only the 96@98 per 
cent. dry basis grade at 30@3lc. per 
pound. This material has a moisture 
content of approximately 7 per cent. 
and with this included it tests in the 
vicinity of 90 per cent. The market 
still looks very firm and there is ap- 
parently no prospect of getting hold of 
supplies at lower levels in the near 
future. 

POTASH CAUSTIC.—The strong de- 
mand for spot goods continues and 
during the week the market remained 
very tight with such offerings at a 
minimum. There has been a fair 
amount of trading in futures both for 
domestic and export, and the producers 
report that their prices are being 
maintained at their present levels with- 
out difficulty. Producers quote 28c, per 
pound for delivery of the 88@92 per 
cent. grade of the material. The 70@ 
75 per cent. grade is offered at 22%c. 
per pound for future delivery. Spot 
goods cannot be had at less than 30c. 
per pound and in some directions the 
higher grade is not quoted at less than 
35e. per pound. 

SALT CAKE.—There has been no 
change in the quotations of the lead- 
ing producers and sales were reported 
on the basis of $16 per ton during the 
week. Business has been very active 
and spot supplies are limited to small 
lots for the most part. Producers are 
generally offering for shipment from 
works and not ex-store as is usual. 

SALTPETER.—The market remains 
very firm and the refiners state that 
they are doing a good business at the 
levels prevailing since the recent frac- 
tional advance was announced. Busi- 
ness was reported on the basis of 14c. 
per pound for the powdered. 

SODA ASH.—The spot market is 
very tight and offerings are in the 
hands of the producers only. Some

The heavy acid group looks con- 
siderably easier than it did at the close 
of the former per.od. Supplies are now 
available in most first-hand directions, 
and while dealers as a rule have no 
very large supplies to offer, they are 
in a position to locate goods and are 
offering on the strength of this fact. 
The prices on the heavy acid group are 
as a rule unchanged since the last re- 
port and with a good demand for both 
domestic and export supplies being re- 
ceived there is no immediate prospect 
of lower levels. Leading in interest 
during the week was the fact that there 
is a large inquiry for contracts in the 
market. The producers of sulphuric 
state that they have never had such a 
demand for the material on contract as 
they are getting this year. This is 
easily traceable to the fact that many 
of the leading consumers of acids have 
been starved for two years or more and 
now when they are able to purchase as 
much as they want they are faced by 
very depleted stocks of the material 
and must necessarily take larger sup- 
plies than usual. There is also the fact 
that the consumption of acid has in- 
creased remarkably owing to the fact 
that the chemical industry of the coun- 
try has been developed during the war 
to a high point of efficiency and pro- 
duction and that acids are needed in 
almost every chemical process. 

The interesting feature of the finer 
acid group wes the reduction in citric 
which was named by the producers dur- 
ing the week. There has been a good 
demand for this acid for some time 
back and it is not believed that there 
are any large supplies in the hands of 
producers which must be moved. In 
this connection it is interesting to note 
that a cargo of material from Palermo 
has just been unloaded which costs the 
buyers approximately 90c. per pound 
ec. i. f. New York. That this material 
must be sold at higher than this price 
is evident. It is hard to see where the 
importers will get the consumers’ ear 
with offerings above 90c. when the pro- 
ducers are able to quote at 90c. prompt. 
provided this is the case. 

There is a good demand for most of 
the other acids on the list and prices 
have been generally pretty firm 
throughout the week. The fact that 
even nitric has been taken in large 
quantities by South America will show 


the strength of the export market. 
Large quantities of sulphuric are in- 
quired for and some of this material 


has been sold during the week at ad- 
vantageous levels.

ACETIC.—There has been no further 
change in the market for glacial acetic 
acid.

The soaring 
prices of the standard feeds have 
forced the use of this by product of 
the packing houses. Buyers for the 
fertilizer market are compelled to wait 
for delivery and cannot always receive

the quantities which they ask for. 
The bulletin of the Department of 
Agriculture forbidding advances in 


prices over those prevailing October 
7 will not interfere with the plans of 
the packers, for there was no inten- 
tion, it was said to raise the price at 
present, unless costs should mount 
faster than was expected. Quotations 
are:—Ground tankage, f. o. b., Chicago, 
$6.75 and 10c. Tankage, New York, 
$7.00 and 10c. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The dried blood 
situation is very similar to that in 
blood tankage. Packers have -insuffi- 
cient supplies to meet the demand at 
the prevailing price, high as this price 
seems compared with that of three or 
four years ago. Prices are nominally 
unchanged at $7.25 per unit. 

FISH SCRAP.—Fish scrap prices are 
the same though the ratio of demand 
to supply is growing stronger each 
week. The fishing season this year 
was not extra good and the increase 
of the demand due to the shortage of 
other animal ammoniates has taken 
practically all the existing stocks, and 
the present emergency cannot be met. 
Dried is now quoted at $6.60 and 10c. 
and wet acidulated at $5.50 and 10c. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
was sharp trading this week in second 
hand lots of sulphate of ammonia. 
Consumers eagerly seized all the sup- 
plies they could get hold of in order 
to cover immediate needs. First of- 
ferings are not on the market now and 
have not been for some time on ac- 
count of the steel strike. Bidders 
drove up prices to $5.30 for double 
bags, f. a. s, New York in some cases, 
though the general quotation was $5@ 
5.10. Sulphate of ammonia in bulk 
was not obtainable even in the small- 
est quantities. Outside of this trading 
in second hand lots dealers are com- 
pelled to sit tight while the steel strike 
continues. They hold no promise of 
liberal supplies of sulphate till some 
time after the strike is over, that is, 
December or January. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Lack of ton- 
nage is the chief disturbing factor in 
the nitrate supply situation. Dealers 
are still urging the Shipping Board, 
without much success, to allot more 
tonnage to the transportation of ni- 
trates. The necessity of a plentiful 
supply of this fertilizer if our farms 
are to yield properly has been pointed 
out. Another disturbing factor is the 
labor trouble in Chilian ports which 
threatens to curtail the shipments of 
nitrates that are now limited enough. 
But on the whole the supply of ni- 
trates is better than that of most other 
fertilizers. The price holds steady at 
$3@3.02%. 


PHOSPHATES 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—Some acid 
phosphate is being shipped from the 
South but the supply is only a fraction 
of what is needed. Producers have 
been promising larger supplies for 
weeks and to a slight extent their pre- 
dictions have been filled, but the total 
quantity shipped North is still com- 
paratively small. Strikes and the dif- 
ficulty in replacing labor which has 
sought other employment are holding 
up production, but not more than the 
railroad car shortage. Prices are still 
unchanged at $18 a ton for bulk and $18 
at Southern ports. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—In the phos- 
phate rock quarries the strikes are still 
dragging on. Not many of the strikers 
have returned to work but the produ- 
cers have engaged a partial force to 
take their places. Consequently pro- 
duction is on the way again, but not 
satisfactorily. The strikers are show- 
ing a stubborn spirit of endurance that 
surprises. How long they will be able 
to continue the strike is problematical 
of course and producers are hopeful of 
a collapse, but meanwhile they are 
compelled to turn business away. Be- 
cause little rock is being mined any- 
way the railroad car shortage is not 
so serious, but that matter will have 
to be remedied so soon as production 
recommences. Tennessee rock is also 
delayed—not by strikes but by railroad 
difficulties. 

This lack of phosphates has become a 
serious matter not only for producers 
but for the world at large. Everyone 
who buys food is affected by the fer- 
tilizer shortage. Less fertilizer means 


less crops and less food, with higher

There is every indication that 
at least some of the European countries will 
compete with the buyers in the United States 
for fertilizer materials, which suggests the 
question if any order emanating from the De- 
partment of Agriculture as to price mainte- 
nance could be applied to the foreign trade. 
If not, there would seem to be nothing to 
prevent sellers from favoring the foreign cus- 
tomers who might be willing to pay prices 
higher than the maximum fixed for the home 
business. 
As far as mixtures are concerned, the in- 
quty is at low ebb, as it were, there being 
no necessities of an imperative nature to meet 
and the manufacturers confining their efforts 
almost entirely to the production of brands 
for next season’s shipments, which will not 
begin until some time the latter part of the 
winter or the early spring. 
FISH SCRAP—While the vessels of the 
menhaden fleet operating off the mouth of the 
Chesapeake Bay are still at work, they have 
made decidedly small additions to the catch. 
For several days the weather has been bad, 
with rains and prevailing easterly or south- 
easterly winds, and little could be done. The 
skies have now cleared, but it is not expected 
that the activities of the craft will be much 
more remunerative than they have been of 
late, and the prediction is made that by a 
week from next Saturday virtually all, if not 
all, of the fleet will have cut out. Some are 
already laid up. Stocks of scrap are wholly 
cleaned up, and none of this material is being 
oan dl acid fish the quotations are held 
at $5.50 and 50, f. o. b. shippin oint, but 
even here there are no oxtealve ceatien to 
be disposed of, and marked quiet prevails in 
the trade. Some oil remains on the hands 
of the factories and the dealers, and this is 
being held at 93%c. a gallon, with the de- 
mand not at all urgent, but with the sellers 
feeling that they will realize this price. 
TANKAGE—With various factors that make 
for hesitancy affecting the trade, the business 
in tankage may be said to reflect perhaps even 
Breater quiet than before. To pve sure, this is 
hot the time of the year when the inquiry as- 
sumes any impressive proportions, for the 
stimulus of imperative needs is lacking. There 
are months ahead when the manufacturers of 
mixtures confine themselves to the operations 
at plants, and when there are no considerable 
shipments to receive attention. It follows that 
ho calculations can be made at present as to 
Whether the requirements will attain greater 
Scope than has already been provided for or 
hot; and in the face of the prevailing condi- 
tions there is small tendency to anticipate 
Wants which may never develop ‘So much 
wicertainty exists as to what the future may 
ring forth that buyers of tankage generally 
are disposed to go slow, though it is also to 
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has been the case of late; but the strike and 
the lack of shipping have interfered with the 
supply of this material to such an extent that 
it is practically certain the shortage which 
exists cannot be made up by the beginning 
of the next season. The prospect of adequate 
supplies is rendered all the more remote by 
the active interest shown abroad and by the 
prospect that as soon as shipping facilities 
become better the exports of superphosphates 
are certain to take on far greater scope. That 
the quotations should be maintained at $16.50 
for 14 per cent. and at $18 for 16 per cent. 
acid phosphate, therefore, is not at all sur- 
prising. There appears to be every indica- 
tion that buyers will be put to it to provide 
for their most modest requirements, and much 
interest is being shown in the market de- 
velopments 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The tendency of 
nitrate of soda to develop increasing strength 
has not abated during the last week. Spot is, 
in fact, quoted a little higher than before, the 
latest figures being $3.024%, at which price 
actual sales have been made. As to futures, 
there is a decided disinclination to quote, the 
receipts being very uncertain, with the inquiry 
on the part of prospective buyers on the in- 
crease. An additional cargo was received 
here during last week, but it failed to have 
any bearish influence upon che price, as to 
which there is a tendency to advance. The 
interest in nitrate of soda is on the increase 
and the future is regarded as promising, at 
least as far as the sellers are concerned. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—No change has 
taken place in the situation with respect to 
sulphate of ammonia during the last week. 
Stocks are not coming into the market in 
appreciably augmented volume, and, in fact, 
no supplies at all are being offered at first 
hand. On small lots tendered at second hand 
the price runs as high as $5, and even then 
no disposition to press sales is being shown. 
The domestic production, naturally, is small, 
with the steel strike just wearing out and 
the coal strike still practically in full effect, 
while Europe has no sulphace of ammonia 
to spare for export. 

POTASH.—The receipt of a considerable ship- 
ment of German potash during the last week 
was a most welcome event, and the importa- 
tion was promptly sent on the way to the 
different buyers. The trade is hungry for 
potash, as it were, and any of the material 
that gets in is promptly absorbed, with calls 
for more. The prevailing quotations are held 
at $20 for 14 per cent. kainit, $25 for 20 per

BONE.—No modifications of consequence in 
the market for bone are to be reported. Sup- 
plies are being brought out in decidedly small 
volume, and the sellers appear to see no oc- 
casion for marking down their quotations, 
which are around $43 for 3 and 50 ground 
steamed bone and $50 for 4% and 48 ground 
raw bone.

The fertilizer trade in this territory is all 
up in the air over the government order of 
Monday forbidding the sale of the principal 
materials at prices higher than those pre- 
vailing on October 6 and 7, the time of the 
conference of the fertilizer men with the 
Department of Agriculture. The government 
order has temporarily stopped trading in fer- 
tilizer materials and has put everyone to 
speculating as to what will be the final out- 
come. A number of meetings have already 
been held and others are scheduled for the 
appointment of committees to take the matter 
in hand, and if anything can be accomplished 
by it delegations will be sent to Washington 
to take the situation up direct with the 
Department of Agriculture authorities. Under 
the government ruling the price of cotton- 
seed meal could not be over $65. As a 
result, although there is plenty of meal avail- 
able, there is none being sold, as the owners 
are holding it to see what is going to happen. 
Likewise, under the government ruling acid 





phate could not be sold higher than 
25, although the actual market on this 
produce here today is strong at $18. Under 


the circumstances, it is difficult to present 
market quotations on these products. 
The market on cottonseed meal at the time 


of the government order was strong at 
$70. It will probably be some time before 
any of it is sold at the government price 


of $65. 
The market on acid phosphate is strong at 


$18 and is held to go at that price, despite 
the government figure of $17.25. 
Current quotations for round lots in other

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factors and buyers are trying to secure 
their supplies through the dealers. Not 
ych goods is in the hands of these 
factor’ however, and it is difficult to 
joeate any adequate supplies of many 
of the items in the spot market. As 
et the list of intermediates has not 
thowed an advance proportionate to 
the crudes. This is due to the fact 
that most of the producers are work- 
ing on contract supplies of the latter, 
and are thus able to produce on the 
basis which prevailed before the strike 
tied up production. However, the fact 
that most of the crudes are very scarce 
and that prices have been advanced 
on spot has had the effect of firming 
up the intermediate list, and no shad- 
ing of the prices current at the time 
of the last report has been noted dur- 


ing the period. 

The crudes continue to move into 
consumption on contract, although the 
output is so greatly restricted that 
jading producers are far behind in 
their business of this class. It is stated 
that prices are due for a further rise 
and that war levels will prevail in 
many of the materials on the list be- 
fore the first of the month. Buyers 
on spot are seeking in vain for any 
great supplies of the materials, anda 
holders of spot goods are generally 
selling on the bids of their customers 
rather than quoting any direct prices. 
On this account it is difficult to quote 
accurate spot prices on most of the 
items, and the quotations named in 
this report show merely what has been 
done in the way of actual business dur- 
ing the past week and cannot reflect 
the state of the market on any one 
particular day. The demand is strong 
for the entire list of items, and sup- 
plies are in no better shape than they 
were at the close of last week. 


The color market has been engrossed 
with the matter of supplies of Ger- 
man dyes which are to arrive in the 
near future. It is reported from Wash- 
ington that the work of the American 
commissioner in regard to the pur- 
chase of supplies of vat dyes has been 
very successful in spite of difficulties 
in securing the amounts needed, and 
he is now on his way back to this 
country. Shipments of the supplies 
Which he secured both by direct pur- 
chase and on options with the German 
producers are expected in the near 
future. It is hoped by domestic pro- 
ducers that this will have the effect 
of stimulating interest in the domestic 
products. The shipments coming as 
they do will have no direct effect on 

¢ domestic market, as they will be 
composed entirely of non-competing 
colors. The consumers, however, have 
been so taken up with the problems 
incidental to securing them that they 
have had little time or inclination to 
consider the matter of supplies of such 
colors as are readily obtainable from 
the domestic producers.

COAL TAR ACIDS 


ANTHRANILIC.—There has been a 
fair demand. and prices are steady at 
$6 per pound. Second hands are re- 
ported as doing a fair business in spot 
goods, 

BENZOIC.—No change in the prices 
of this material have been made. It 
is stated that the demand is too light 
to force the price up in spite of the 
fact that producers are in no position 
to take on a large amount of business. 
Sales of the U. S. P. on the basis of 
90c. per pound were reported during 
the week. The technical grade is 
offered on the basis of 75c. per pound 
in most directions. 

CRESTINIC.—There is a_ routine 
small demand for this product, and 
prices are unchanged on the basis of 
39@40c. per pound. 

CRESYLIC.—Supplies of this acid 
are in rather bad shape on spot. The 
demand, however, has not been any 
too active during the past week, and 
sales on the basis of 90c. per gallon 
for the 97@99 per cent. grade were 
still heard in the market. The situa- 
tion, however, is very firm, and better 
than this price could not have been 
done even on a very large quantity 
of the material. Other grades are 
priced in the usual proportion. 

H.—H acid is offered at $1.50 per 
pound by some of the producers, and 
the market remains rather quiet and 
steady at this level. It is stated that 
some of the producers are about to 
raise their quotations, but there is still 
so much of the acid available that it 
is probable that $1.50 will be available 
for some time to come. 

NAPHTHIONIC. — There has been 
no change in the prices of this mate- 
rial since the last report. The demand 
is of fair proportions, but large busi- 
ness is not coming through to any 
extent. Quotations stand on the basir 
of $1.10 per pound for the refined and 
90c. per pound for the technical. 

PITHALIC.—Business can be done 
in this material down to Tic. per 
pound for the anhydride and 65c, per 
pound for the crude acid. The pro- 
ducers, however, are not anxious for 
business at these low levels, and are 
not pushing the material, but merely 
meeting the competition of the price 
cutters. In fact it is expected that 
higher levels will prevail in the near 
future. 

PICRIC.—There has not been much 
action in the market during the week. 
Supplies are available in some direc- 
tions down to 20c. per pound, and 
prices vary with quantity and seller 
up to 30c. per pound. 

SALICYLIC.—Makers advanced the 
price on the U. S. P. grade of this ma- 
terial during the week owing to the 
fact that phenol of high test is not 
readily available in the spot market. 
New prices call for sales on the basis 
of 55c, per pound for large quantities 
of the material. The technical grade 
is also stronger and while there were 
offers on the basis of 43c. per pound 
most of the producers were not will- 
ing to quote lower than 45c. per pound. 

SULPHANILIC.—There has been no 
change in the quotations of the pro- 
ducers. These factors are offering the 
technical grade on a quiet but steady 
market at 28c. per pound. The refined 
quality of the material is in fair de- 
mand and quotations on the basis of 
38c. per pound represent the condition 
of the market in good shape, 

1:3:6.—The demand is of fair pro- 
portions and the leading producers are 
doing a good consuming business at $1 
per pound. Prices look pretty firm at 


this level. 
CRUDES 


BENZOL.—There has been a strong 
call from the consumer; for spot ma- 
terial during the past week. There is, 
however, little of the material avail- 
able on spot. An odd car or two could 
have been picked up through second 
hands during the week, but there was 
no regular supply offered in the mar- 
ket. The producers state that they 
will be in a position to offer prompt 
goods until well into the new year. 
Meanwile the spot demand is strong 
and offers are eagerly snapped up by 
the trade. Sales of 90 per cent. stuff 
were reported during the week on the 
basis of 33c. per gallon and higher 
test goods brought 34@36c. per gallon 
without difficulty. 

CREOSOTE OIL.—There has been a 
steady demand for this material dur- 
ing the past week and the producers 
state that they are doing all the busi- 
ness that they can take care of at the 
levels noted a week ago. The 25 per 
cent. grade of the material was offered 
on spot on the basi sof 40c. per gallon

Sales on the basis of $1.40 per 
pound for the technical were reported 
during the week, and producers state 
that they have done a large volume 
of business at this level. The refined 
grade is generally quoted on the basis 
of $2@$2.25 per pound. 

DIETHYLANILINE. — There _ has 
been no change in the market for this 
material since the last report. Prices 
are well maintained on the demand 
which is coming through and it is 
stated that supplies are rather limi- 
ted. Sales on the basis of $1.30 per 
pound were reported during the week. 


DIMETHYLANILINE.—Better than 
58c. per pound could not be done 
during the week on this material. 
There is a strong demand and prices 
have advanced rapidly during the past 
three of four weeks. Supplies are in 
the hands of two or three factors and 
these producers state that they are 
hardly able to keep up with the de- 
mand which they are getting from the 
consumers.

RESORCIN.— There has been no 
change in the quiet steady position of 
this material and the technical grade 
is still priced at $4 per pound. 

SCHAEFFER’S SALT.—A fair call 
for this material has been noted in the 
market during the past week. Agents 
of the producers are offering the 
material on spot on the basis of 60c. 
per pound f.o.b. works. Spot goods 
are not very generally offered buyers 
preferring to trade ex works for the 
most part. 

SODIUM NAPHTHIONATE.—There 
as been no change in the quiet and 
steady position of this material since 
the last report. Prices hold well on 
the basis of 70c, per pound. 

SODIUM PICRAMATE.—There has 
been a good demand for this material 
during the past week and producers 
state that they are doing all the busi- 
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there during the past year. | Buying 
trips must be arranged, and it would 
gem to be good policy for the con- 
summers to organize a regular buying 
agency in the West Indies and in 
South America to take care of at least 
a part of their requirements. They 
would thus be assured of a regular and 
constant supply of raw materials 
without depending so much upon the 
factors now importing the materials. 
The extract group has been very 
strong during the period. This is due 
to the strong demand for practically 
all of the items on the list, and to the 
fact that the scarcity of the woods has 
begun to have the expected effect on 
the extract group. It is becoming in- 
creasingly hard to locate adequate 
supplies of many of the higher grades 
of the materials, and during the week 
lgwood and hypernic extracts were 
advanced slightly on the strength of 
the market. The textile mills are 
again in the market for larger sup- 
plies of these products and while there 
is more interest in tanning materials 
at present than in the dyeing grades, 
avery firm market is in evidence even 
in the highest types of the materials. 
Extract makers are hampered by the 
shortage of supplies referred to above 
and state that they are curtailing their 
output in spite of the strong demand 
because they are unable to get hold of 
the raw material which they need. 
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sold up for the balance of the year 
and where they are offering, quota- 
tions lower than 6%c. per pound are 
not heard. Second hands are unable 
to do much with the material and 
lower than 7c. per pound for resale 
material could not be done during the 
past week. The market looks very 
firm at these levels. 

ALUMINA CHLORIDE.—There has 
been a steady and rather strong de- 
mand for this material during the past 
week and producers report that they 
are experiencing no difficulty in hold- 
ing their present prices up. Sales on 
the basis of 9c. per pound represent 
producers’ views. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—Only the 65 per 
cent. grade of this material is offered in 
commercial quantities at present, and 
prices on this grade in the absence of 
the others are firm. There has been 
a steady demand during the past week 
and nothing lower than 58c. per pound 
could have been done on spot. 

BICHROMATES.—Demand for spot 
bichromate of soda is very strong. 
Supplies are decidedly limited, and it 
is stated that second hands are unable 
to take care of all the business which 
is coming through. There has been 
a steady advance in the spot price for 
the past three weeks and at the close 
of the present period better than 15c. 
per pound was not heard. Producers 
are able to quote this figure prompt 
in some directions although in others 
there are no prompt offerings made. 
The situation in bichromate of potash 
is also considerably firmer. Spot 
business has been of fair proportions 
during the week and large lots were 
not to be had in most second hand 
directions. Goods were sold all the 
way from 27c. to 29c. per pound during 
the week and the spot market looked 
very firm at this level. Contracts 
were signed during the week for next 
year’s supplies on the basis of 25c. 
per pound. Not all of the producers 
are willing to take orders for 1920 
delivery, 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA. — 
There has been a good demand during 
the week and business has been better 
than it has for several months. Prices 
look somewhat firmer than they did 
although no advance from the former 
level of 8c. per pound for the ordinary 
crystals in barrels has been named. 

INDIGO.—Synthetie indigo is mov- 
ing well both on contract and for spot 
sales. Contract business is reported 
at 70c. per pound for next year. Spot 
prices are at the same level although 
some trading up to 75c. per pound was 
reported during the past week. 

NITRATE OF IRON.—Therg has 
been no change in the quiet steady 
position of this chemical and produc- 
ers are still quoting on the basis of 
2c, per pound for the commercial, and 
9c. per pound for the true. 


PHOSPHATE OF SODA. — The 
strong demand for this material has 
taken up all of the spot supplies 
offered for resale and at the close of 
the week producers announced an ad- 
vance on the firm position of the mar- 
ket with 4c. per pound as the carlot 
price of the product. There has been 
no change in the demand since the 
advance was gained and the market 
still looks very firm at the new level. 

PRUSSIATES.—Larger supplies of 
this group of materials are available, 
and it is stated that the spot market 
is showing the effects of this large 
amount of goods. In fact prices have 
been reduced considerably on practic- 
ally all of the materials during the 
past two or three weeks and consid- 
erable recessions from the high levels 
which prevailed at that time are to be 
noted. During the week yellow prus- 
siate of soda was down as low as 24c. 
per pound on spot. Yellow prussiate 
of potash was available at 39c. per 
pound although some factors quoted 
as high as 42c, per pound. The red 
potash salt was offered at $1.05 per 
pound. There is a decidedly weak 
undertone and further declines would 
not be unexpected. 


SOLUBLE OIL.—There has been no 
change in the demand for this mate- 
rial and prices are rather busy on the 
quiet market. The 50 per cent. grade of 
the material could have been had at 
13%c. per pound all during the week, 
while the 75@85 per cent. grade was 
quoted at 17c20c. per pound, according 
to the quantity and seller. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—There has been 
no change in price since the last re- 
port. Prices are well maintained on a 
fairly active market in spite of the 
fact that the raw material is lower 
and easier than it has been. Sales 
were made by prominent producers at 
42c, per pound, and this was the car- 
lot price quoted out by these factors 
during the period. 

ZINC DUST.—For the past three 
weeks the market has been showing 
more signs of life than it has displayed 
for six months or more back. There 
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a 
has been a good demand from the con- 
sumers and the makers of the material 
state that they are having no difficulty 
in maintaining their prices at high 
levels on the strength of the demand. 
Sales on the basis of 10%c. per pound 
were reported during the past week 
although some factors quoted no lower 
than 18c. per pound for 99 per cent. 
through 350 mesh. 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS. 


ALBUMEN.—Egg albumen contin- 
ues to be easy and further declines in 
the spot price were noted during the 
week. Leading importers are now in 
a position to more than take care of 
the demand and prices have been 
weakening for some time back. Large 
shipments were received during the 
week and at the close $1.65 per pound 
could have been done in almost any 
direction. Blood albumen of imported 
grade is very scarce, and offerings in 
a commercial way could not be lo- 
cated during the past week. There 
has been a fair demand for vegetable 
albumen during the week and at the 
close prices ruled very steady on the 
basis of 58@65c. per pound according 
to seller. 

ANNATTO. — Seed annatto could 
have been had at 5%c. per pound dur- 
ing the week. The demand is routine 
and the market fairly active. In spite 
of this, however, prices remain very 
weak and supplies are far in advance 
of the demand. Fine annatto is in 
better shape than is the seed grade 
The demand is good and supplies are 
not too large. Prices rule steady on 
the basis of 32@33c. per pound. 

ARCHIL.—There has been no large 
amount of this material in the market 
during the week. The demand is good, 
and some difficulty in the matter of 
securing supplies is reported in one 
or two directions. It is stated that 
buyers could do 16c. per pound on the 
double, but there was little of the ma- 
terial actually turned over at this price. 
The concentrated grade was also very 
firm at the repeated level of 25c. per 
pound. 

BARBERRY.—A good demand was 
noted during the week for this ma- 
terial, and prices are well maintained 
at the levels noted a week ago. It 
is rather difficult to get hold of sup- 
plies at present, and the spot market 
is practically nominal on the basis 
of 35c. per pound. 

BRAZILWOOD.—There is practically 
none of this material of high grade in 
the spot market. Importers are un- 
able to offer, and, while shipment goods 
are quoted in some directions, it is 
difficult to get a line on just when 
such shipments may be expected. 
Small parcels of resale goods were 
offered during the week on the basis 
of $50 per ton. Lower grades were 
offered down to $40 per ton, but are 
not attracting much attention.

BARWOOD.—There has been a fair 
call for chipped barwood during the 
period, and prices remain very steady

One factor reported a round lot sale 
on the basis of 18c. per pound during 
the past week. 


CHESTNUT.—This extract continues 
to be one of the strongest items on the 
list, and, while there have been no 
advances in the producers’ quotations, 
it is stated that large quantities of the 
material are being turned over from 
day to day. The tanning interests are 
active in the spot market, as well as 
for contracts, and the market is very 
firm on the basis of 3%c. per pound 
for the 25 per cent. clarified in tanks. 
Barrels command the usual premium. 

COCHINEAL.—A strong demand for 
this material has been in evidence dur- 
ing the week, but the market looks 
just as steady. This is due to the 
fact that a large accumulation of the 
material is available and sellers are 
anxious to get rid of the surplus. Prices 
are unchanged, with quotations on the 
silver at 67c. per pound, on the rosy 
black at 65c. per pound, and on the 
gray black at 63c. per pound. 

CUDBEAR.—There has been a fair 
demand during the period, and prices 
stand at the levels reported a week 
ago, with No. 1 offered on the basis of 
2lc. per pound in most directions. 
Offerings are rather restricted in char- 
acter. 

CUTCH.—The market for cutch re- 
mains rather easy. Supplies are in 
the market in large enough volume to 
take care of the routine demand, and 
importations are coming through in 
sufficient volume to keep the market 
rather easy. Handlers of spot ma- 
terial are holding well at their former 
prices on account of the fact that 
goods are not offered at much lower 
levels for shipment. Sales of the 
Borneo grade at 10c. were put through 
in fair volume. The South American 
is available on the basis of l4c. per 
pound, and the Rangoon at 18c. per 
pound. 

DEXTRINE.—No further change in 
the prices of the corn grade of this 
material was made during the week. 
The producers state that they will 
make no further changes unless there 
is another break in the corn market. 
Sales for prompt delivery were noted 
during the week on the basis of $6.19 
per cwt. for corn dextrine, and $6.49 per 
cwt. for British gum. The other grades 
continue to be easy on the weakness 
of the corn material. Further declines 
were not named during the past week 
in any of the potato types, but it is

This 
is stated by officials of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, United States Department of 
Agriculture, who supervise the inspec- 
tion of all foods and drugs imported 
from foreign countries. 


The largest quantity of the oil now 
comes from Spain. In 1914 the United 
State? imported only 362,483 gallons of 
olive oil from Spain, but during the first 
eight months of the year 1919 there 
were imported into this country from 
Spain 6,608,468 gallons, or nearly 20 
times as much as five years ago. From 
Italy in 1914 there were’ imported 
4,319,567 gallons, but during the first 
eight months of the current year only 
23,851 gallons came from Italy, this be- 
ing less than one per cent. of the im- 
portation from Italy five years ago. 


More olive oil is now coming from 
France than from Italy, but the quantity 
coming from France is still much below 
the prewar volume. In 1914 this coun- 
try imported 949,858 gallons from 
France; during the first eight months of 
this year 94,288 gallons came from 
France, which is just about one-tenth of 
the prewar volume. 

The total amount of olive oil imported 
into the United States from all coun- 
tries for the year 1914 was 6,217,560 gal- 
lons, while the total importations from 
all countries for the first eight months 
of the year 1919 were 6,742,710 gallons, 
or approximately half a million gallons 
more than was imported in 1914.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 
Contrary to natural supposition the 
hops industry has not by any means be- 
come passe because of the prohibition 
laws, according to information from the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
fizures showing a big increase in average 


prices of hops in the autumn of 1919. 
This was caused by large export de- 
mand. This crop encountered an_in- 


creasing number of State laws prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of brewed 
liquors, the national law prohibiting the 
Interstate transportation of such liquors, 
the war-time prohibition act, and lastly 
the amendment to the Constitution, all 
of which combined to inflict a great set- 
back. The area devoted to hops declined 
from 44,700 acres in 1915 to 27,900 acres 
in 1918, and 26,900 acres in 1919, and 
the production dropped from 53,000,000 
pounds in 1915 to 20,200,000 pounds in 
1918. ixports were also reduced to a 
low figure by the war.

SHIPPING BOARD TARIFF 


Supplementary European Schedule Is- 
sued—Changes to Orient Are 
Made 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 
The Shipping Board has issued a sup- 
plement to European tariff No. 28, gov- 
erning freight rates on shipments from 


United States North Atlantic ports to 
Stockholm and Helsingfors. Only two 
changes are announced, one covering 
lubricating grease which is now quoted 
at $1.65 per 100 pounds to Stockholm 
and $2 per 100 pounds to Helsingfors. 

Changes in rates on shipments from 
United States Pacific coast ports to 
Hongkong, Shanghai, Kobe, Yokohama 
and Manila, now quote drugs and medi-

OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


MORPHINE—Is amply stocked and its mar- 
ket has no strength to go up beyond the level 
reached last Monday. Morphine hydrochloride 
is quoted at 35 yen per oz, 

POTASSIUM MURIATE—Is betraying 4 
weakening disposition oftentimes on _ the 
threatening overstocking. Although the match 
trade is now in a booming condition, this 
chemical product shows very little response 
to the good factor. The price is, however, 
well maintained, spot cargo being offered at 
38 yen per 112 Ibs, 

QUININE—Remains stationary. Quinine 
hydrochloride is quoted at 2.30 yen per 0oz., 
and quinine sulphate at 1.00 yen per oz. Anti- 
febriles have become much more active since 
last Monday and some of them have already 
gone up markedly higher. But quinine stands 
apart from all of them and its market remains 
immobile. 

SANTONIN—Is out of stock and unquoted. 
Crude goods have been imported from Siberia 
fairly smoothly so far, but apparently at the 
approach of winter once more the importation 
has become difficult, Manufacturers here are 
declining all buying offers from domestic and 
foreign users.

market. Refined 96 per cent. is quoted at 
43 yen per 100 pounds and crude at 22 yen 
per 100 pounds. Crude 96 per cent. is quoted 
at 41 yen per 100 pounds, while 48 per cent.

ALUM—Is quoted at 10.50 yen per _ 100 
pounds. Sulphate of alumina is quoted at 
6.80 yen per 100 pounds. Both are supplied 
by producers on a limited scale, but demand 
being restricted, their market stands quite 


dull and inactive. 

BICHROMATE OF POTASH—Which has 
been soaring up on the paucity of the vis- 
ible stock is relapsing into its old stagnant 
condition. It is halting round the level of 
60 yen per 100 pounds. 

BLEACHING POWDER—Is much stronger 
and has gone up higher to 9 yen per 100 
pounds, Manufacturers have been cau- 
tiously restricting their production since the 
signing of the peace treaty and the supply 
to the market is quite limited. Their policy 
has, however, proved to have been incorrect, 
for not only has demand for bleaching pow- 
der not dwindled, but increased markedly 
since and the limited supply is bringing about 
a degree of strain in the market. 

CALCIUM CARBIDE—Is not much in re- 
quest, but the price tends upward. It is 
quoted at 8.50@8.60 yen per 100 pounds. 
Manufacturers have nearly suspended their 
operations on further increase in wages de- 
manded by their men and the further reduc- 
tion in their remunerations. 

COPPER SULPHATE—Is deadly inactive 
and only on account of manufacturers’ strong 
stand for high prices it is kept up to the 
level of 23 yen per picul. 

NITRIC ACID—Which has been immobile 
at the height reached some time ago, has 
commenced just as desired by manufacturers 
to go up higher. It is now quoted at 18.50 
yen per 100 pounds. The market is short 
of the acid. 

POTASSIUM PRUSSIATE YELLOW — Is 
much shorter, as on the decline in the price 
and the dwindling of demand manufacturers 
have stopped their supply, with the resuit 
that the market is chary of sale. It is 
quoted at 98 yen per 100 pounds. 

SODA ASH—Remains unchanged, its mar- 
ket showing no new developments since last 
report. The competition between American 
and British soda ash is maintained, but it is 
quietly conducted. Not much result is pro- 
duced now in the price because both America 
and England cannot import their goods freely 
enough. English soda ash is quoted at 7 yen 
per 100 pounds, while American soda ash is 
quoted at 6.20 yen per 100 pounds. Caustic 
soda is also unchanged, offers being made 
at 11 yen per 100 pounds. 

SULPHUR—Is staying on at the old point, 

72@74 yen per ton still. The export negotia- 
tions which were reported last Monday to be 
under way have failed to mature into busi- 
ness. The market is as dull and inactive 
as ever. 
ZINC DUST—Shows very little sign of ani- 
mation at present as zinc is losing its 
strength. Only on account of producers’ hard 
attitude the level of 41 yen per picul is well 
kept up. e e 

ZINC OXIDE—Is becoming stationary, as 
zinc with its tendency to slacken gives no 
support to its manufacturers, It is quoted still 
at 30 yen per 100 pounds.

The wheat starch was in good 
demand as compared with other items 
and prices were steady at 10@l11c. per 
pound. Rice starch is easier on in- 
creased supplies of the product at 
23@25c. per pound. 

SUMAC.—The demand for this ma- 
terial and the fact that there is still 
some shortage of the Sicily grade has 
again firmed up the market and at the 
close of the week, better than $107 
per ton could not be done on spot. In 
fact in some directions $110 was re- 
ported on actual business. The do- 
mestic grade is also very firm in spite 
of the arrival of new crop goods and 
prices are held at $80 per ton without 
difficulty. There has been a good de- 
mand for the extract in all grades and 
prices are very firm. Sicilian goods 
could mot be had at less than 14c, per 
pound during the week while the 51 
degree domestic twaddle was not 
offered at less than 74%c, per pound. 

SPRUCE.—A fair call for spruce ex- 
tract is reported and prices are firm 
at 2%c. per pound for the powdered 
and lic. per pound for the 25 per cent. 
tannin grade. 

TAPIOCA FLOUR.—In common with 
the rest of the starch group the mar- 
ket has been rather quiet and easy 
during the week. Prices are un- 
changed and stand at 54c. per pound 
according to the grade of the material. 

TURMERIC.—The market is very 
quiet and with large supplies on hand 
and more arriving there is little war- 
rant for any high prices. Quotations 
remain rather weak at 11%c, per 
pound for the Pubna, 9c. per pound for 


the Aleppy, and 8c, per pound for the 
China. 

TURKEY RED OIL.—This material 
is unchanged and prices are held at 
their former levels on a steady market. 
Large handlers report sales on the 
basis of 15@20c. per pound.

— The producers have 
advanced their views slightly in the 
market for this material and at the 
close of the week the 42%c. price was 
a thing of the past. Trading was put 
through at the close at 45c, per pound 
minimum. This advance came as the 
result of the stronger market for the 
basic material.

EXPORT REGULATIONS 


Of Australia Outlined by American 
Trade Commissioner Include Many 


Reporter Items 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 191. 


At the request of U. S. Trade Comms 
sioner A. W. Ferrin, the Australian Mi- 
istry of Trade and Commerce has fu 
nished an authoritative statement of th 
primary products which may not b & 
ported to America, or may be exported 
only under license.

The Standard Asphalt Paving Co. of 
Independence Kan., was awarded the 
contract by City Supply Commissioner 
Thomas for furnishing road oil during 
the next quarter to the St. Louis street 
department.

PRODUCTION AND CONSUMPTION 
FIGURES FOR SEPTEMBER SHOW 
SOME INTERESTING COMPARISONS. 
OUTPUT GAINS AS SHIPMENTS DE- 
CREASE—PIPELINE SITUATION A 
FACTOR. 


Some very interesting comparisons are presented 
regarding the production, consumption and export 
and import movements of crude petroleum in the 
United States in the monthly compilation issued by 
the United States Geological Survey for Septem- 
ber. The figures presented indicate that the develop- 
ment of oil properties in the United States goes on 
apace and that the rather frequent reports of “‘gush- 
ers” being struck here and there in the fields must 
have some foundation other than the fancy of the 
promoters of oil stock companies. Unfortunately, 
many stories of “‘gushers’’ heard in the industry are 
indeed merely “‘gush,”’ intended to boost the price of 
some particular company’s shares of stock. 


But it is not the intention of this article to go into 
that matter, the statistics presented in the report for 
September being of more interest at this time, show- 
ing, as they do, that while the production continues 
to crease each month, there has been a decline in 
the consumption. That is, there was a decline in 
consumption for the month of Septembeer as com- 
pared with the month of August last. In fact, there 
were 3,976,000 barrels less consumed in Septem- 
ber. But this decrease cannot be taken as any indi- 
cation that there has been a serious slump in the 
emand in so far as figures for a normal demand 
may be concerned. This is evidenced by considera- 
ton of the fact that the figures for September are 
being compared with a month—August—in which 
the hgures of demand were unusually heavy as com- 
pared with any previous month of the year.

837,000 barrels and those for September 33,861,- 
000 barrels, a decrease of about 10.5 per cent.

- Small production was also noted in Septem- 


tin the elds of Illinois and Lima-Indiana. Both 
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of the latter have been recently reported as having 
gone back in their production, due to the petering 
out of old wells and the failure of drilling parties to 
uncover any new pools, or new production. Gains 
in output are to be noted in the figures for the Appa- 
lachian or high-grade Eastern fields and the Okla- 
homa-Kansas division of the Mid-Continent group 
of fields. North Louisiana likewise shows greater 
production. In the case of the latter, it might be re- 
minded, reports have become more frequent that 
unless more pipelines are constructed in the Claiborne 
district to take up the enormous new production be- 
ing obtained there, operators will have to curtail their 
developments. It has been stated that the Claiborne 
is probably the best producing portion of the North 
Louisiana fields at this time, but it has likewise been 
stated that the only means of transportation available 
to operators in that district is tank cars, and these 
are not only scarce, but are congested on the rail- 
roads in the oil fields. Thus there appears to be a 
further need for pipeline producers to extend their 
operations. 

In the matter of stocks on hand by pipelines and 
consumers receiving their stocks direct from wells, 
the September total is given as about 138,517,000 
barrels, an increase of 626,000 barrels over August. 
The figures represent an increase of 14 per cent. over 
the reserves held by the pipeline companies on Janu- 
ary 1, 1919, or about 16,790,000 barrels gain 
since the beginning of the current year. This latter 
situation would, on the one hand, be considered a 
reason why pipeline companies do not desire to in- 
crease their activities, as they are reported to be 
hard pressed to find storage for offers.

FIELD REPORTS VARY, WITH SOME 
INDICATING EXCELLENT PROGRESS 
IN DEVELOPMENT WORK—IMPOR- 
TANT EXTENSIONS TO POOLS IN 
OKLAHOMA—CALIFORNIA CONTIN- 
UES TO BE LEADER IN PRODUCTION 
DESPITE DECREASE IN WORK. 





Varying reports are included in the budget of 
news from the petroleum fields of the United States 
during the past week, some indicating that there 
has been considerable promising new work under- 
taken and others reporting poor roads as continuing 
to hamper new undertakings. One of the most in- 
teresting reports in point of new developments is 
that from the Oklahoma fields, where it is stated a 
number of extensions to old pools have been uncov- 
ered within the week by the bringing in of some 
good wells. Oklahoma is also reported as giving 
very serious consideration to the subject of crude oil 
prices, and indications are that there will be an in- 
crease for crude soon. 


North Louisiana field developments are large and 
the principal center of interest to operators seems still 
to be in the Claiborne section. This district is in a 
poor way for transportation, a matter which is hold- 
ing back the entire field, it is stated. Pipeline facil- 
itrees are badly needed and at present only tank cars 
are being used to transport the oil from the wells, 
with the result that little of the new production is 
being moved at all. While on the subject of pro- 
duction, it may be here mentioned that California 
continues to be the leader in that respect of all the 
fields of the United States. This is true despite the 
fact that new Work hay tallen off in California. It is 
stated that the reason for California being the pre- 
mier producer of petroleum lies in the fact that the 
wells obtained there are longer enduring than those 
of all other States. 

Foreign fields do not show much of new interest 
this week, the situation in the Japanese fields in the 
Province of Niigata being about the most interesting. 
The Japanese Government’s Mining Bureau reports 
that the production of petroleum there continues to 
decline, and August totals were over 5 per cent. 
under the previous year. 


British Columbia 


Latest advices from the Kootenay, B. C., state 
that there has been organized a large company for 
the pushing of extensive developments in the Koote-

nay for the purpose of making tests of this entire 
field. The company has closed with a number of 
American concerns on a royalty basis and the lat- 
ter will do the drilling. Little news of importance 
is looked for from this field until next spring, as active 
work is prevented just now by the winter weather 
prevailing. 
California 


Despite the reports of the State Mining Bureau 
of California to the effect that development work 
thus far in 1919 has fallen off considerably below 
the totals for the same period of the previous year, 
operators declare that the production of the Cali- 
fornia fields will continue to lead the outputs of all 
other fields of the United States. This is particu- 


‘larly interesting in view of the fact that there never 


have been so much effort and expense put into the 
development of oil properties as there have been in 
the Texas fields within the last year. Of course 
this has resulted in a tremendous increase of oi 
production in that State, but, despite that fact, the 
output of California will be larger than that of 
Texas. This condition is explained by the knowledge 
that the producing wells in the California fields show 
a longer period of production than those obtained 
in Texas or other fields of the country. Other news 
of importance from the California fields for the 
week includes the extension of the Richfield, where 
one operator has struck a rich stratum of oil sand 
at a considerable depth. 


Japan 

No improvement has been shown in the produc- 
tion obtained in the Japanese fields at Niigata, ac- 
cording to our latest advices from there, and it is 
probably true, as stated in previous reports, that the 
petroleum fields of Nippon which have been active 
iy the past are passing their period of productiveness, 
with the result that extensive wildcatting and other 
classes of exploration and development will have to 
be taken up in some other provinces of Japan if the 
letter country is to continue to obtain any kind of 
satisfactory domestic production. The Japanese Min- 
ing Bureau’s latest statistics show a falling off of 
5.1 per cent. in production for August last as com- 
pared with the same month a year ago. The yield 
for August, 1919, was placed at 167,167 koku, a 
keku being equivalent to 39 and a fraction gallons. 
The decrease shown in the total for the ten-month 
period ended August last as compared with the pre- 
vious year was 10 per cent. Meanwhile, stocks of 
both crude and refined oils are becoming very scarce 
and this is particularly so of light and lamp oils, both 
of which have had sharp advances in prices recently. 


Kansas 


The biggest strike of oil in the Peabody-Elbing 
field of Kansas since that field was first opened for 
development has been reported during the current 
week and it is located in the Douglas district of 
Butler county, a well flowing 1,000 barrels daily 
having been brought in on the Warner. It was as- 
serted that the well has been obtained from a new 
sand which has been struck in this section, and it 
showed indications of even further improvement. 
The oil obtained was of low gravity, a fact which 
has been taken to give a good foundation for the 
belief that the deep sand pool from which it has 
been obtained will be a large one. The well in 
question is the deepest one yet drilled in that field 
and it is the opinion of experts that the pool may be 
the largest pool in the State. The new well has 
brought an unusual amount of new life to the Doug- 
las district and scouts are reported covering the entire 
district. Pipeline facilities have not been able to care 
for the output of the new well. Other counties of 
Kansas report considerable new activity, this being 
especially true of Dickinson county, where it is said 
that every wildcat now drilling and every location 
made has been passed upon by competent geologists. 


Oklahoma 


There were a number of important wells brought 
in in the Oklahoma fields, which comprise a part of 
the Mid-Continent district, and indications were 
strongly shown that the new wells have brought to 
attention extensions to a number of the important 
pools of these fields. These wells included ones in

transportation of its production, and at the present 
time tank cars are scarce and railroad traffic is con- 
gested at nearby points to the district. The result 
has been that while the new production reported for 
the Claiborne district totaled 75,000 barrels, only 
3,075 barrels were run during last week. Elsewhere 
in the North Louisiana fields reports continue to be 
received to the effect that the roads are in frightful 
condition and will not permit of haulage of heavy 
materials, with the result that much new work has 
been held up. Production for the North Louisiana 
fields was reported at 44,610 barrels, a decrease of 
5,955 barrels from the previous period. Wells com- 
pleted aggregated 14, while new production ac- 
credited to these wells was estimated at 45,350 
barrels. 
W ashington 


Various operations on the Olympic peninsula in 
Washington are reported progressing satisfactorily, 
and the largest operating company in this field has 
passed a troublesome zone recently and reached the 
shale formation. Considerable pipe has been laid in 
this field and it is expected that some good reports 
will be received in the not distant future. 





STANDARD OIL CO’S. RESUMPTION 
IN GERMANY ON FAVORABLE TERMS 


Business Will Be Largely Increased Through Ability to Extend 
Credit—Decision Awaited on Seized Tankers 
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REFINED PRODUCTS 

The underlying strength in the market for refined 
petroleum products which has been apparent now 
for many weeks continues in evidence, and this is 
due to the fact that there is still an unusually heavy 
demand for all classes of goods, together with small 
stocks and higher prices at the wells for some vari- 
eties of crude oil. Prices for gasoline have been 
strong for a long time and the same is true of kero- 
sene and lubricating oils, the export call for all three 
items being large and apparently insatiable. Do- 
mestic consumers are still taking large quantities 
out of the market, while at the same time the call 
for fuel oil has been largely increased by the exten- 
sion of use of this class of fuel by industries for- 
merly burning coal. Much of the fuel oil movement 
is for export. Waxes have developed unusual 
strength recently and all prices have advanced 
sharply within the last few weeks. Increased prices 
have not had the effect of curtailing the demand, 
however, and the result has been that stocks of 
waxes of all kinds, with the single exception of

Shortage of 1,000,000 deadweight tons 
of tank steamers for domestic and for- 
eign service is reported by the American 
oil industry. The present cost of 10,000 
ton tankers is approximately $200 per 
ton, or $2,000,000 each. 

The American petroleum industry has 
been depending partly upon foreign tank- 
age in handling petroleum shipments 
from this country and Mexico At pres- 
ent approximately 800,000 deadweight 
tons of foreign tankers are being used. 
Each month, however, it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to renew charters 
as most of the foreign tonnage is British 
and is being diverted to serve markets 
and fields controlled by England, such as 
the European and Asiatic fields, par- 
ticularly the Persian. 

This increasing shortage of tankage is 
forcing rapid rise in chartering charges, 
which are now $9 to $10 deadweight ton 
a month on private charters compared 
with $6 for such tank tonnage as can still 
be obtained from the U. S. Shipping 
Board. At the same time shipbuilding 
charges are increasing rapidly, instead 
of declining as the old companies had 
anticipated would be the case after the 
war. Within the last two months costs 
have increased approximately $25 a 
deadweight ton, and the end does not 
appear to be in sight. 

It is understood that the U. S. Ship- 
ping Board does not intend to build any 
more tonnage than is required to meet 
the needs of the Government. Conse- 
quently many companies have already 
begun to place large orders for tank 
steamers. For instance, Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey has recently placed 
orders for a score or more of large 
tankers in addition to those ordered dur- 
ing the summer. Atlantic Gulf & West 
Indies Co. has recently contracted for 11 
hew tankers and Pan-American Petrol- 
eum & Transport Co. has just ordered six 
hew tankers in the United States and 
twelve abroad, 


Recently Capt. Paul Foley, tank 
steamer executive of the U. S. Shipping 
Board, compiled figures showing that 
at present Government tank tonnage is 
94,827 deadweight tons short of being 
sufficient to meet merely the bunkerage 
requirements of the navy and the Amer- 
can merchant marine in oil, and that 
‘wo years from now there will be a 
shortage of 103,537 deadweight tons in 
this item alone. 

Publishing of the detailed figures of 
this study in a recent issue of the Con- 
sressional Record led to a close study 
of the situation by petroleum interests 
and as a result a meeting was held be- 
tween Government officials and leaders 
o the petroleum industry for the purpose 
of extending the figures also to the tank- 
age situation of the country as to do- 
mestic and foreign petroleum trade re- 
quirements.

Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey’s 
leadership in the oil industry is more 
secure now than ever. It has achieved 


remarkable results since the war ended 
in its operations in the United States and 
abroad. It has added an initial produc- 
tion of 60,000 barrels of high-grade crude 
oil to its production by the discovery of 
the Homer pool in Louisiana. Big ex- 
pansion has taken place in Mexico, South 
America and Canada, and work has been 
restarted in Rumania. 

Definite decision on the question of 
temporary operation of steamers held at 
Hamburg, Germany and claimed by the 
Standard Oil Co. is expected to be an- 
nounced within a week. The boats in 
question were recently ordered to Firth 
of Forth by the president of the Allied 
Naval Armistice Commission there to be 
allocated to the Allies. Protest was made 
by the Standard Oil Co. and the craft 
were held at Hamburg pending diplo- 
matic negotiations. 

It is understood that only nine ships 


valued at approximately $10,000,000. It 
is pointed out here that the final dis- 
position of the ships is not an issue at 


present. When the treaty of peace is 
in effect that matter will be decided by 
the reparations commission, which will 


take into consideration all the evidence. 
The immediate controversy is concerned 
with the operation of the ships during 
the armistice period The right to this 
is claimed by the Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey, which asserts an interest 
in the Deutsche Amerikanische Petro- 
leum Geselleschaft, which operated the 
ships under the German flag before the 
war.

Before 
this could be done a new decision was 
reached and the ships were allocated to 
various allies for temporary use on the 
following division :—France, 23,000 tons; 
Italy, 10,000 tons; Belgium, 12,000 tons; 
Great Britain 12,000 tons, and the United 
States, 4,000 tons. 





There are four wells on the southern 
bank of the river, immediately across 
from the point on which the Emerald 
Co. is to drill, which have a total daily 
production of 65,000 barrels.

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PETROLEUM INDUSTRY’S PRESENT STATUS 
OUTLINED BY U. S. CHIEF TECHNOLOGIST 





Bureau of Mines Expert Says New Development Work in 


U. S. Fields Not Active in Central and North Texas 
and North Louisiana 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 
“New development has been most ac- 
tive in the oil fields of the United States 
in central and northern Texas and north- 
ern Louisiana and in the Elk Hills, Cal- 
ifornia,” says J. O. Lewis, chief petro- 
leum technologist, Bureau of Mines, in 


outlining the present status of the pe- 
troleum industry. 

“The production of Texas has _in- 
creased considerably, and the new field 
at Homer, La., is of considerable prom- 
ise, many large wells being found there. 
Recent development in the Elk Hills, Cal_ 
ifornia, indicates the possibility of ob- 
taining large supplies of light, refinable 
oil from that district if opened to devel- 
opment. 

His report continues :— 

The figures of the U. S. Geological Survey 
show a total production of 244,000,000 barrels 
of oil up to the end of August, 1919, as 
against 234,000,000 barrels of oil for the same 
period in 1918, an increase of 10,000,000 bar- 
rels to date, indicating a probable increase of 
15,000,000 barrels, or 4 per cent. for the year. 
Stocks have increased 9,000,000 barrels, or 7 
per cent., from January of the present year. 
Importations of crude from Mexico have great- 
ly increased. The consumption for 1919 will 
be considerably above that for 1918. 


In general, the present situation in regard 


to supplies on hand of crude oil appears 
satisfactory and adequate for our immediate 
needs. 

PETROLEUM PRODUCTS 


Gasoline 


The gasoline situation continues satisfactory, 
and the current season has been passed with- 
out any acute situation as occurred in the 
fall of 1918. Gasoline production for August, 
1919, was 326,000,000 galons, as against 330,- 
000,000 for 1918 and 254,000,000 for August, 
1917. Stocks were respectively, 434,000,000; 
285,000,000, and 298,000,000 gallons at the end 
of August for the years 1919, 1918 and 1917. 

Gasoline specifications, for the purchase of 
gasoline by Government departments, have re- 
cently been adopted by the presidential com- 
mittee established during the war. These new 
specifications involve only minor changes, the 
end point being raised from 220° to 225° ” 
and the 90 per cent. point from 180° to 190° C.

OIL COMPANY MERGER 


Commonwealth Petroleum Co’s. Con- 
solidation With Union Oil Co. 
Reported Progressing 


Consolidation of the Commonwealth 
Petroleum Corporation and the Union 
Oil Co. of Deleware is progressing. 
Special committee arrangements from 
the board of each company have been 
made, Details of the consolidation plan 
will be worked out by the joint com- 
mittee. A report will be officially an- 
nounced within a week or ten days. 

It is stated that the basis of exchange 
will be not less than 1% shares of Union 
Oil Co. of Delaware for each share of 
Commonwealth Petroleum stock. It has 
been known for some time that these 
two companies were closely associated, 
the boards of directors being practically 
the same, while several of the officials 
of the Commonwealth also hold similar 
positions with the Union. 

For this reason the announcement that 
the companies are to be merged did not 
occasion much surprise in either oil trade 
circles or the financial district. The 
Union Oil Co. of Delaware took over a 
substantial interest in the Union Oil Co. 
of California a short time ago at a price 
said to have been _ the neighborhood 
of above $150 a sharé, and _ this issue is 
now selling on the San Francisco ex- 
change at around $20 a share. The pur- 
pose of the consolidation, it is stated, is 
to afford a closer working arrangement 
between the two corporations and a 
higher degree of operating efficiency. _ 

Increased drilling activity on the Cali- 
fornia properties controlled by the Union 
Oil Co. of Delaware is reported by C. H. 
Schlacks, president of the company, who 
has recently returned from_ the _Pacific 
Coast.

eer Gas and Fuel Oil 


There has been a considerable over-produc- 
tion of gas and fuel oil since the signing of 
the armistice reduced the wartime consump- 
tion of these products. Stocks have built up 
from 600,000,000 gallons in August, 1917, and 
569,000,000 gallons in August, 1918, to 830,- 
000,000 gallons at the end of August, 1919, 
but the increase during the last four months 
has been slight, as the stocks at the end of 
April of this year were 807,000,000 gallons. 
The gas and fuel oil situation appears to be 
more satisfactory than earlier in the year, and 
markets apparently have been extended to 
take up the over-production following the 
armistice. Production of gas and fuel oil for 
August, 1919, was 685,000,000 gallons, the 
same months in 1918 and 1917, were respec- 
tively, 670,000,000 and 632,000,000 gallons. 


Lubricating Oils

FUEL GAS ANALYSIS 


Sinclair Oil & Refining Co. Asks Gov- 
ernment to Investigate’ Efficiency 


of Stills 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 


With a view to improving the efficiency 
of the stills used in the process of refin- 
ing petroleum, and thereby reducing the 
immense fuel consumption, the Sinclair 
Oil & Refining Co. of Chicago. has 
requested that government experts 
on boiler efficiency make inves- 
tigations in the way of temperature 
measurements and gas analyses so that 
every possible atom of fuel value may 
be utilized, according to a statement just 
issued by the Bureau of Mines as a part 
of its monthly reports of investigators 
for October. 

In addition to the above, the statement 
says :— 


Barly in 1918 F. W. Dean, of the Emergency 
Fyleet Corporation, made the request to the 
Bureau of Mines that it furnish the personnel 
and equipment to make determinations of the 
temperatures existing in the gases throughout 
the setting of a boiler. This was to be done 
in connection with the test of a boiler which 
the corporation was conducting at Erie, Pa. 
©. P. Hood was in charge of the test and 
Henry Kreisinger vas detailed to make the 
determination. The results obtained clearly 
indicated the necessity for further work on 
the problem of boiler efficiency. 

The fact is not generally appreciated 
sufficient air cannot be admitted through 
fuel bed of a hand-fired furnace to 
for complete combustion. This fact is inde- 
pendent of the kind of fuel used or the rate 
at which air passes through it. Unless there 
are holes in the fuel bed through which the 
air can pass without coming in contact with 
the fuel there is always 20 to 32 per cent. of 
combustible gases with no free oxygen to 
burn it. This important fact is generaliy 
overlooked, because in ordinary furnace prac- 
tice there are so many holes in the fuel bed 
and so many leaks around the furnace doors 
and in the boiler setting that an excess of air 
commonly exists in the flue gases. In other 
words, two errors compensate for each other, 
so that the existence of one is masked, The 
excess air which leaks into the furnace, how- 
ever, does not usually serve the purpose of 
bringing about complete combustion of the 
fuel, because it is not properly mixed with the 
combustion gases, nor is it under control as 
to quantity. In other words, for proper com- 
bustion excess air should not leak through 
holes in the fuel bed, but should be introduced 
above the fuel bed in such a way as to bring 
about complete combustion of the gases. 


Another point revealed by the temperature 
measurements was that changes in the design 
of the baffles were necessary in order to pro- 
vide for proper absorption by the boiler sur- 
faces of the heat in the gases. In boiler prac- 
tice the design is commonly made from em- 
pirical data and not from exact determinations, 
so that the baffling of the gases to guide and 
retard their passage through the boiler setting 
until their heat is absorbed with maximum 
efficiency is not properly accomplished. 


As a result of the information obtained from 
temperature measurements and gas analyses 
the design of hte boiler was so modified that 
six tons of coal were enabled to do the work 
of seven. The excellent results obtained from 
these tests led to tests of boilers of different 
design at other places, and further important 
savings may result.

ANGLO-AMERICAN OIL 


Plans to Build Refinery In England 
Where Gasoline Production Is 
Tax Exempt 


tecent advices from London are to the 
effect that the Anglo-American Oil Co. 
will soon build a refinery in England. It 
is said that this step is contemplated 
because the English law exempts from 
tax payments gasoline made in that 
country.

Freight 
is piled up at the station warehouse and the 
yard is a regular jumble of material of all 


kinds. The high water did considerable 
damage to the wharves of the Texas and 
Gulf pipeline companies and has interfered 


with | the barging of oil down the river. 
The Crown Oil & Refining Co. is planning 
to build docks at East Columbia to barge 


its crude down the Brazos River. It has 
completed its survey and will lay a four- 
inch line from its earthen storage to the 
river. This company has more than 1,000,000 


barrels of crude petroleum in earthen storage 
at West Columbia, practically all of which 
has come from its two acres of land. It will 
barge the oil to steel storage at its new 
refinery now building on the Houston Ship 
Channel, which will soon be ready for opera- 
tion. The company also has a right of way 
for a pipeline and a site for a loading rack 
at Brazoria. The Texas Co.'s Pipeline from 
West Columbia to Clinton, a distance of 70 
miles, is 50 per cent. completed and should 
be running oil before the end of the year.

Texas Co. Stocksholders’ Meeting 


About forty stockholders, including the New 
York officials of the Texas Co., will be in 
Houston, November 18, to attend the stock- 
holders’ meeting, when the necessary legisla- 
tion will be enacted for the increase of capital 
of the company from $85,000,000 to $130,000,- 
000. The party will travel from New York 
city in a private car and stop en route at 
Burkburnett and Ranger.

The Marland Refining Co. of Poca City, 
Okla., represented by C. H. Westfall, has just 
closed a deal for a tract of 1,830 acres with

The site is eight miles south of Houston at 
Deer Park and has a channel frontage of 
three-quarters of a mile. The company pro- 


poses to erect a large oil refinery on the site, 
which is ideal, as the Southern Pacific tracks 
intersect the tract at Deepwater, where a sta- 
tion is located. It is also near the Interurban 
Raliway, which runs passenger service every 
hour from Houston to Galveston and interme- 
diate stations. 


White Oil Officials at Houston 


Officials of the White Oil Corporation were 
in Houston November 10 in conference with 
J. W. Colvin, vice president of the Crown Oil 


& Refining Co. It is understood that the 
officials of the White Oil Corporation are 
seeking a site for a 15,000-barrel refinery 


somewhere in the Texas Gulf coast country. 
It will be entirely independent of that of the 
Crown Oil & Refining Co. It is also stated 
that the corporation will build an eight-inch 
pipeline from the refinery on the coast to its 
mid-continent fields and that the Texas end 
of the line has already been purchased from 
the National Tube Co. of Youngstown, Ohlo.

& Refining Co. This last named company's 
majority stock is controlled by the White Oil 
Corporation.

$45,000,000 Damage Suit 


A damage suit, involving the sum of $45,- 
000,000, is in progress in the Eightieth Dis- 
trict Court of Harris county, in Houston, by 
Adolyh Goldman and wife against the In- 
vincible ‘Oil Co. and 28 others. Goldman as- 
serts ownership to 160 acres of the famous 
Landslide tract at Humble and claims all the 
oil that has been taken from it on a grant he 
holds from the State. The defendants claim 


they hold deeds from the late George H. 
Hermann. The boundaries of the two tracts 
are in dispute. The suit was filed several 


years ago, but has never come up for trial 
before and it is expected to last several weeks. 
When George H. Hermann died several years 
ago he willed most of his estate so the money 
could be used to erect a large hospital for 
the city of Houston, This work has never 
been undertaken.

Making Much Headway 


Because of Continued Wet Weather—Fuel 
Oil Scarcity Large Hindrance 


SAN ANGELO, Tex., Nov. 11, 1919.

Early Resumption Expected 


M. E. Gleason of San Diego, an_ official of 
the operating company, arrived in San Angelo 
Saturday and his visit is expected to result 
in the early resumption of activity. Superin- 
tendent H. H. Jones stated that as yet he 
had no information to give out concerning 
the situation. On the Door Key ranch of J. 
Willis Johnson, sixteen miles southeast of 
San Angelo, the Whiteside Oil & Gas Co. 
is reported still engaged in drilling up under- 
reamer lugs lodged in the bottom of the 
hole around 2,800 feet. Recently, a joint 
of damaged casing was drawn from the _ hole, 
but the well is not yet cleaned out. When 
the lugs are drilled up, 6%-inch casing must 
be under-reamed a short distance before more 
holes can be made. 

Under-reaming is progressing at both of 
Concho county’s deep wells. By telephone, it 
was learned Thursday that 6%-inch pipe was 
being under-reamed to about 3,100 feet at 
the Shultz Oil Co.’s well on the W. O. Shultz 
ranch near Paint Rock. This operation has 
been under way for several weeks and is 
said to be progressing smoothly. 

Below Eden, on the Sam Waring ranch, 
the under-reaming of 5yy-inch casing to the 
bottom of the hole has about been com- 
pleted, it is understood, and drilling should 
be resumed within a few days, if this has 
not already taken place.

Regarding Coke county, C. Nausester, super- 
intendent for K, J. Schumacher & Co., re- 
ported early last week that work was sus- 
pended at the Westbrook well, near Tenny- 
son, until tools could be secured with which 
to fish out a lost under-reamer part. Since 
then it has been reported that the under- 
reaming of 6%-inch casing to 2,950 feet is in 
progress. Work is _ proceeding satisfactorily 
at the West Texas Production Co.’s well on 
the J. T. Hamilton ranch, in the northern 
part of Coke county. Operations were re- 
cently resumed and at the last report ten- 
inch casing was being under-reamed. The 
same firm on the G. A. Wilkins place, near 
Bronte, is shut down, waiting on an under- 
reamer slip. 

It was reported, but not confirmed, late 
in the week that the Texas Petroleum Syn- 
dicate has resumed drilling on Harris 
Brothers’ ranch in Coke county. A lack of 
wood for fuel caused a shutdown of several 
weeks during September and October. On 
the E. B. Fletcher ranch, near Bronte, this 
company has rigged up, and, it is stated, 
may spud in this week. 


Sterling and Glasscock Counties 


Counties along the Texas & Pacific Railroad 
have been agog with excitement during the 
past ten days over reported showings of oil 
in the McCarley Oil Association’s well on 
the D. D. Parramore ranch, in Sterling 
county, and on the L. S. McDowell ranch in 
Glasscock county, not far from Big Spring. 
Oll in the McCauley test, which is the 
nearest of the two wells to San Angelo, was 
struck around 460 feet. Drilling at this well 
has gone on only at intervals for several 
weeks, muddy roads preventing fuel oil from 
being supplied steadily. The roads have now 
improved and with fuel on hand, drilling has 
continued down past the 500-foot level. 

The showing in the McDowell well of the 
General Oil Co. is believed to have been much 
stronger than that obtained in the McCarley 
test. First reports to Midland variously esti- 
mated the production from 25 to 75 barrels, 
but it has developed that these figures were 
too high. The production, it is thought, will 
not test above 20 or 25 barrels and the flow 
may be short-lived, as one dispatch says only 
five feet of producing sand was entered by the 
drill. A strong gas showing, considered a 
good indication, has accompamied the oil. 


Howard County 


The General Oil Co. has another well in 
Glasscock county on the A. D. Neal ranch, 
four miles northwest of Garden City. At the 
last report this test was shut down because 
of lack of fuel oil. It is thought that by this 


time work has been resumed. The General's 
well on the C. D. Reed ranch, 12 miles east 
of Big Spring, In Howard county, has not yet 
been spudded in because of a lack of tools. 
Two other locations in Howard county have 
been made by this concern, of which L. B. 


Holmes is manager in the T. & P. territory. 
In Midland county the only well on the Bry- 


ant ranch, nine miles south of Midland, Is 
shut down. It is being drilled by the West 
Virginia-Texas Oil Corporation. In Glass- 
cock county the Brunson well of the Texas 
Producers’ Oil Co. its inactive around 000 
feet. 

Transferring the resume of activity from 


the north to the region west of San Angelo, 
it is found that a star rig has arrived at Mert- 
zon, consigned to the McReynolds Oil & Re- 
fining Co., of Pierce City, Mo. It is to be 
used in testing shallow oil sunds that were 
struck in drilling the 720-foot well that was 
temporarily abandoned during the summer, In 
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case the star machine strikes promising for- 
mations, the deeper well will likely be finished 


soon, 
Pecos County 


Pecos county has been unusually active dur- 
ing the past ten days. On Sherbino Brothers’ 


ranch, 27 miles southeast of Girvin, on section 
51, block C-4, Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe 


railroad survey, C. E. Menzie, of Wichita, 
Kan., has drilled to 3,340 feet and is main- 
taining a straight hole from top to bottom. 
Indications for production are said to be excel- 
lent and Mr. Menzie is confident that a pay- 
ing well will be brought in before the 3,500- 
foot level is reached. The test is about 42 
miles southeast of Fort Stockton. 


The Circle Oil Co., on MHarrel Brothers’ 
ranch, section 25, block 127, Texas & St. 
Louis Railway Co. survey, has drilled past 
1,000 feet and good progress is being made. 
This well is 38 miles due south of Girvin and 
40 miles southeast of Fort Stockton. 


On the Corder ranch, section 51, 
Corpus Christi, San Diego & 
Narrow Gauge Railway Co. i:and, 20 miles 
west of Sheffield, the Bethlehem-Texas Oil 
Syndicate is rigging up and rushing prepara- 
tions to spud in during the present month. 
The Reilly-Texas Acreage Co., of Wichita, 
Kan., has what appears to be a stiff job in 
fishing out two strings of tools that are 
lodged arqund 3,100 feet in its well on the 
Hub C. Noelke ranch near Sheffield, on sec- 
tion 4, block 193, G. C. & 8S. F. Railway Co. 
survey. Fishing has been under way about 
three weeks, Oil is showing when the slush 
buckets are pulled out of the water that fills 
the hole. 


Deep Test at Fort Stockton 


An announcement from Fort Stockton says 
that the Texas Top Oil Co. is to drill the 
deep well that is to be sunk on White & 
Baker’s ranch in the eastern part of Pecos 
county. The location is given as section 11, 
block Z, Texas Central Railway Co. land. A 
rig and tools have already been shipped from 
California and are expected at WUirvin any day. 
This is the project in which Judge J. M. 
Givens, of Oklahoma City, and associates, are 
reported to be interested. 


In the Pecos

Slow progress 
has been made at this test during the past 
three weeks. 


Edwards County 


Down in Edwards county the Cash Oil Co. 
several days ago closed down its well on the 
Whitehead ranch and operations will not be 
resumed until next spring, probably April or 
May, says a report from Sonora, which is 
the nearest town to the location For weeks 
rain fell almost continually and the roads 
leading to Del Rio, on the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, became impassable. Consequently 
no fuel oil could be hauled and expenses be- 
gan mounting to a high figure. Several show- 
ings of oil have been obtained in this well and 
it is looked upon as one of the best prospects 
in West Texas. 


Difficulties that caused the Cash Oil Co. to 
close down Colonel E. R. Green's well have 
not deterred the Devil's River Oil & Gas Co., 
of Edinburg, Texas. Under the direction of 
L. A. Gannaway, manager, derrick timbers 
and supplies are being hauled irregularly from 
Del Rio and San Angelo and with favorable 
weather from now on spudding in should take 
place early in December. 


Brewster County 


The following report is given from Brewster 
county :— 

Hudson & Burgess, at well No. 1, on the 
Hargus ranch, are drilling arcand 1,500 feet. 
Strong indications of oil and gas have lately 
been obtained. Materials are now being 
ylaced on the ground for Skinner No. 2. The 
Marathon Oil Co., on the A. S. Gage ranch, is 
drilling. Gage No. 2, by the same company, 
is spudding. 


Materials are being hauled by the Twin City 
O1l Co. for the well it is to drill on the R. L. 
Kokernot ranch, near Hovey, just over the 
Brewster-Pecos county line in Pecos county. 

A late report says that Hudson & Burgess, 
who are drilling on the Hargus ranch, have 
made eight additional locations. Sites for five 
other wells have been selected on the Gage 
ranch. L. C. Hance has made a location on 
a 24,000-acre lease in central Brewster county. 
The Graham ranch has one location in block 


234. On the Pyle ranch in Big Canyon near 
the Brewster-Pecos county line two locations 
have been made. The Presidio Oil & Gas Co, 


is hauling 20-inch pipe and a steel derrick to 
its first location and rigging up will begin this 
week. 
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Biggest Strike Reported in Region Since Peabody- 
Elbing District Was Opened—New Sand 


Struck in Warner Well 


WICHITA, Kan., Nov. 11, 1919. 


What is probably the biggest strike in 
Kansas since the Peabody-Elbing field 
was opened up a year and a half ago, 
was made last week when Vaniman & 
Davidson, on the Warner, in the south- 
east corner of the northeast quarter of 
23-29-5, Douglass fieki, Butler county, 
brought in a well which is good for 
around 1,000 barrels daily. While Doug- 
lass has been a producing field for the 
past two years, it has only been known 
as a shallow sand field. The Warner 


well went on past the regular sand 
depths and struck a new sand at 3,100 
feet. This is the first well drilled 
to this depth, and it is the opinion of 


scouts who have visited the well that a 
new sand has been found which may 
open up the largest pool yet found in 
the State. 

It is a low gravity oil, which adds to 
the belief that the deep sand pool will 
be a large one. A dozen or more wells 
have been drilled to the 2,700 foot sand 
and abandoned, and three of the tests 
are getting ready to start up again and 
drill to this deep sand. 


New Life in Douglass District 


The bringing in of the Warner well has 
put new life in, not only the Douglass dis- 
trict, but the entire eastern and southeast- 
ern part of the county. According to re- 
ports from Douglass since the well was 
brought in, scouts have been covering the 
entire eastern and southeastern part of the 
county and picking up all the leases avail- 
able at handsome prices. From present in- 
dications a number of new wells will start 
in the immediate Douglass district, which 
three more wildcat tests are being talked of 
in the extreme eastern and southeastern 
part of the county. 

The pipeline facilities have been unable 
to take care of the oil from the Warner 
well, and it is not possible to give the exact 
production. It is generally estimated, how- 
ever, all the way from 1,000 to 1,200 barrels 
daily production. Excitement is running 
high in the Douglass district. Tne Peabody 
field is holding its share of the oil excite- 
ment at the present tme. 

With the bringing in of the Spinden No. 
2 in 5-23-4 two weeks ago, new interest has 
centered in this part of the field. The well 
is still called the best in the district and is 
holding up at around 4,000 barrels daily on 
the swab. Pipeline facilities are inadequate 
to take care of the oil and new tanks have 


been erected to hold the overflow. 

Next to the Spinden test, and one which 
claims the distinction of being as good or 
better when it is finally drilled into the 
sand, is the Long Green on the Ferrier, in 
20-23-4, The Ferrier well is only 11 inches 
in the sand, and is flowing steadily at the 
rate of 1,000 barrels daily. This well has 


never been put on the swab or agitated, but 
flow at 


has kept up a steady, continuous : 

the above rate since the day it was first 
brought in. It is the general opinion that 
when the well is drilled deeper in the sand 
it will show up in the 4,000 or 6,000 barrel 
class. Lack of pipeline facilities to take care 
of the oil has kept the well from being 
drilled deeper. According to Emmett ¢ ard- 
well, general manager of the Long Green 
company, the well will be allowed to run at

the Sinclair-Cudahy pipeline company. The 
Spinden No. 2 and the Ferrier well have 
been given the name of the “Two Big 
Babies."’ 


Rush of Drilling in District 


There has been a grand rush to this sec- 
tlon of the field since the Ferrier well was 
brought in. The Carter Ol] Co., Ohio Cities, 


Oklahoma Producing and the White Eagle 
Refining Co. have all started tests near the 
well, and the Long Green is spudding in No. 
“ on the lease. A lively race will be put on 
by the drillers of the above wells to see 
which can bring in the next producer, and 
the race will be watched with considerable 
interest by oil men throughout the State, 

Other good wells brought in during the 
past week are the Orlando Petroleum Co. 
on the East Burton in 15-22-4, good for 700 
barrels; Morgan-Bloom, on the Clark, in 
15-23-4, ig a good well; Peabody Petroleum 
Co. in the same section, east 80, is a good 
producer; Phillips Petroleum Co. on the 
Supernaught, in 4-23-4, is a 500 barrel pro- 
ducer; Frost and associates got two good 
wells in the southwest of the southwest of 
the Lathrop in 17-23-4, estimated at 700 
barrels each; John Scully, who is drilling 
his own well on his land in 17-23-4, gota 
good well, estimated at 300 barrels; Ward 
& Wilhoit got another good producer in the 
Leydig No. 4, in 18-23-4, said to be better 
than No. 3. 


There are now 44 new rigs in the Peabody- 
Elbing field, which have just been com- 
pleted or are now under construction; five 
wells ready to spud in the first of the week 
and a score or more new locations made on 
which rigs will be started in a short time. 


Eastern Butler County 


In_eastern Butler county, cattlemen on 
the Blankinship No. 3, along the south line 
of 9-26-8, brought in a well said to be good 
for around 150 barrels. Alexander Massey 
on the Blankinship in the same section has 
a hole full of oil at 2,450 feet and will drill 
in Tuesday. Hughes Syndicate on the 
Hughes, in the same section, is on top of 
the sand at 2,440 feet and has 1,800 feet of 
oil standing in the hole. There are several 
other tests in this section of Butler county 
which are nearing the sand, and the next 
two weeks should see at least two good wells 
brought in. 

Across the line In Greenwood county the 
Empire Gas & Fuel Co. on the Morris, in 
the southeast corner of the southeast quar- 
ter of 8-23-9, topped the sand and had a 
showing for a well said to be larger than 
the Teters well, brought in in the same sec- 
tion three weeks ago, which was the sen- 
sation of Greenwood county when it was 
first brought in. It is said that leases have 
jumped from, $50 to $150 per acre since the 
showing was encountered three days ago. 

The Empire Gas & Fuel Co. in the El 
Dorado district of Butler county has seven 
wells in the sand which should be brought 
in during the coming week. 


Dickinson County 


Dickinson county is getting the biggest 
play at the present time of any county in 
the State where oil has not already been 
found. Munn & Wright, who are among the 
leading geologists in the mid-continent fleld, 
with a lone string of production to their 
credit, have spent about eight months in 
the Herington fleld, going over the situation 
and studying the ol! bearing strata. The 
Argus Oj! Co. has a force of sixteen geolo- 
gists in the county doping out strata, while 


a number of other prominent geologists have 


been working the county for other com- 
panies 

It is said on reliable authority that every 
one of the sixteen wildcat tests now drilling 
in the county and every location that has 
been made for a test has been passed on by 
competent geologists. While only the Skear 
test has been drilled to the sand, and this 
proved a duster, it {s the opinion of a num-

ber of leading geologists that a 
will be opened in Dickinson 
the winter ends. 

Acreage in the county, which ts all wild- 
eat, is selling as high as $200 per acre 
around drilling wells, and stuff as far as ten 
miles away is selling as high as $30 per acre. 





CALIFORNIA FIELD. 


Development Work Thus Far in 1919 Has De- 


creased, Says State Mining Bureau—Leads 
All Fields, However, in Quantity 
Production 


‘ TAFT, Cal., Nov. 11, 1919. 


Figures made public by the petroleum 
branch of the State Mining Bureau show 
that thus far during 1919 development 
work generally has fallen off as com- 
pared to the same period in 1918. In 
new wells, there has been a decrease of 
2. In deepening or re-drilling the fig- 
ures show a decrease of 18 for the same 
comparative periods At the same time 
with developments at the lowest stage 
for many years this State will hold the 
premier position in quantity production 
in 9. 


California Output Exceeds Texas 


There has never been 


such a_ tremendous 
effort launched in 


the history of the oil in- 
dustry as has been put forth this year in 
Texas. High bonuses and high wages have 
been offered to stimulate activities. Wells, 
in consequence, have been put down by the 
thousands, yet the production from this State 
will not equal that of California this year. 
The price of oil at the well has been satis- 
factory to the owner or producers in this 
State, when materials were cheap compared 
with present day costs, but has not been 
sufficiently interesting to induce further de- 
velopment and as a result California has 
loafed. 
The reason for California maintaining first 
place in production is because of the long 
lives of the producers. Generally, throughout 
the State, the owner of a well can accurately 
estimate his production years in the future. 
Hence it is regarded that a new 50-barrel well 
in California is worth more than one of 250- 
barrel capacity anywhere else in the country. 


Richfield Extended 


The General Petroleum’s Thompson-Stern 
well No. 1 has uncovered a rich stratum of 
oil sand at depth of 3,026 feet which has been 
drilled into 40 feet. The casing has not been 
perforated, but the oil came from below the 
shoe through the casing and flowed by heads, 
making an estimated production of 2,000 bar- 
rels. This well extends the field due east about 
three-quarters of a mile from the Chapman 
gusher. 

The depth at which the oil was found proves 
that the trend of the oi] stratum does not dip 
to the east at this point, for this is practically 
the same depth as the Chapman gusher. It 
is possible that these wells are located very 
near the apex of the dome and that the apex 
is just between these two wells. 

The gas pressure is as great in the G. P.’s 
well as in that of the Union. The well makes 
the properties of the Petroleum Midway look 
very good, as two of its wells now drilling 
are located very close to the new G, P. well. 

The Union continues to be the most active 
operator at Richfield. The progress of its op- 
erators briefly are:Location of Yorba well 
No. 1 to the east; location of Coyle No. 1; 
rigging up of Chapman Nos. 5 and 7; loca- 
tion of Chapman No. 8; drilling of Chapman 
No, 3 at 2,800; drilling of Chapman No. 5 at 
2,000; drilling of Dickson No. 11 at 1,900 feet 
in conglomerate. 


Producers Enlarge Programs 


The Petroleum Midway Co. has arranged for 
a more extensive program of development of 
its holdings at Richfield, by adding four to 
its Yarnell string of wells, the prospective 
value of this property having been greatly 
increased by the G. P.’s strike. The com- 
pany has over 63 acres in various parcels in 
section 29-3-19, surrounded by the Union, 
Standard, General Petroleum and other large 
operators. Activities at present are:—Wells 
Nos. 1 and 2, standing cemented at 2,942 and 
3,197 feet, respectively. Nos. 4, 5, 6 and 7 will 
be started immediately. 

Whitley No. 1 well, which in a way proved 
up this territory, although not yet producing, 
threw oil, last week, over the crown, indicat- 
ing without a shadow of a doubt that there 
is oil in this vicinity. The well is to be put 
on the beam. Whitley No. 2 is being rigged 
up for cable tools and an effort will be made 
to drill by and sidetrack pipe and tools lost 
recently. 

The Clark Oil Co.’s well No. 1, drilling at 
1,300 feet, is showing considerable gas and is 
looking good at a comparatively shallow 
depth, The Mascot spudded in on No. 2 
Gregg early in the week and the drilling is 
going ahead rapidly, 200 feet of hole being 
made the first day of drilling. 

Drilling as a whole in the Montebello field 


shows a marked decrease. Some of the com- 
panies have much property yet to drill up, but 
for the most part the choicest portions are 
all drilled up. 


The Amalgamated’s Huntington well is 
drilling. The formation is brown shale and 
is looking more encouraging than at any other 
time since the well started drilling. 

Clara Baldwin Stocker has started rigging 
up well No. 4 and will be drilling shortly. 
This well represents the continued efforts of 
Mrs. Stocker to get a production in the Mon- 
tebello field. Two of the wells drilled had to 
be abandoned, and No. 2, completed a few 
weeks ago, is now making 90 barrels of oil 
and water. 

The Petroleum Midway’s Mulholland No. 3 
is now pumping steadily at the rate of 79 
barrels a day of 16.7 gravity from 2,687 feet. 
Prugh No. 8 is drilling in sandy shale at 
2,086 feet. Darlington No. 3 is in hard sand 
at 2,470. 


Montebello Extension 


The most probable extension of the Monte- 
bello field will be to Rideout Heights, which 
is located between the active producers of 
that field and the Whittier field. The location 
is southeast from present production and is 
across the Rio Hondo River. The Union has 
just started a well on Gregg No. 1, which is 
the tenth well in this district. 


Standard Starts Five 


During the past week in the California fields 
there were nineteen new wells started, of 
which the Standard started five, being the 
most active single operator. The total num- 
ber of new wells since the first of the year is 
567, as compared to 619 at the same date 
last year. Tests for water shutoff numbered 
22, as compared to 27 during the previous 
week. Yearly total to date is 967, as com- 
pared to the same period last year, when total 
was 1,080, Deepening or redrilling jobs num- 
bered 10, as compared with 16 the preceding 
week. The total] to date this year is 688; the 
total to same date last year, 670. 


The Standard is developing most actively in 
two fields, the Elk Hills in the Valley section, 
and the Coyote Hills and Richfield in the 
south. Two wells were started last week in 
the Coyote Hills on section 20-1-10 and 18- 
3-10. One well was also started at Richfield 
on section 32-3-9. In the Elk Hills well No. 
2 was started on section 36-30-23. The fifth 
well was started on section 15-31-22 in the 
McKittrick field. 


Elk Hills Developments 


Development in the Elk Hills is being rushed 
by all companies who are fortunate enough 
to have leases or own tracts in section 36- 
30-23. This, beside one other section, is the 
only one that is credited with clear title. 
The Pan American is the second company to 
start work on this section and has about 50 
acres in the northeast corner of the section. 
Well No. 1 has been rigged up and is ready 
to spud in. Rig No. 2 is being erected. The 
S. P., which has land on three sides of this 
section, is preparing to develop the section 
immediately adjacent to the east. 

The American Oilfields, operating in the 
Midway field, reports starting three new wells. 
Nos. 52, 24 and 13, all on section 36-31-22. 
The Associated reported starting three new 
wells, two at Kern River on section 28-28-28, 
which is being rapidly drilled up by this com- 
pany and are at Arroyo Grande,

NORTH LOUISIANA FIELD. 


Pipeline Facilities Badly Needed in Claiborne Dis- 
trict Where New Production Totals 75,900 
Barrels and Runs Only 3,075 


SHREVEPORT, Nov. 11, 1919. 


With a conservative estimate placed on 
new production in the Claiborne district 
of the North Louisiana fields of 75,900 


barrels, the need of pipelines from the 
district can readily be seen when it is 
realized that only 3,075 barrels a day 
were run during the past week. The 
only outlet from the field at present is 
in tank cars, and railroad facilities are 
so inadequate and transportation service 
so poor, that the yards are in a badly 
congested state and only a very small 
proportion of the productién from the 
new district can be handled. 


Roads in Frightful Condition 


Road conditions throughout the Claiborne 
field are frightful, and the difficulties of get- 
ting materials to the wells almost insur- 
mountable, but notwithstanding these condi- 
tions, the number of drilling wells and rigs 
has been increased from 125 to 195 during the 
past month, and the new production almost 
doubled. 


Contracts have been made for delivery of 
storage tanks with an aggregate capacity of 
over 2,500,000 barrels, the largest tank farm 
in contemplation being that of the Standard 


Oil Co. with nearly a million capacity. Trans- 
portation conditions have tended to greatly 
retard the completion of storage, both as re- 
gards to the railroad situation and locally 
on account of the unusual rainfall having 
made hauling of heavy loads practically im- 
possible. 


Litigation Tying Up Runs 


While it is impossible to secure any accurate 
data in connection with the matter there is 
little doubt that a much greater amount of 
oil would be run from the Claiborne district 
if the ownership of the production had not 
been clouded in connection with a number of 
properties by recent litigation initiated by the 
Consolidated-Progressive Oil Corporation, which 
has brought suit and declared intention of 
filing others laying claim to title to a large 
number of producing properties which are in- 
volved in a question of “‘topped’’ leases. The 
point involved rests upon the claim that re- 
newals of leases of many hundreds of acres 
held by that company up to the time of com- 
pletion of its first well on January 14, 1919, 
did not require payment on January 1 of that 
year but were legal upon payment within a 
year following first production. 

With the understanding that the leases had 
lapsed and immediately following the com- 
pletion of the well, an army of speculators

went into the territory and secured what was 
believed to be legitimate title to the acreage 
of which a large amount is now involved as 
to legal ownership of the leasage. The extent 
to which production in the Claiborne field is 
involved may be understood by it having been 
given out in connection with a recent sale of 
a half interest in the Consolidated-Progressive 
holdings to interests associated with the Tex- 
la-homa Oil Co., that thirty producing wells 
were included in the transaction when it is a 
matter of record that not more than four 
producing wells have been credited to the 
Con.-Prog. concern as completed by them. 

The transaction is to be completed subject 
to examination of the properties, but it con- 
templates transfer of over 11,000 acres in sev- 
enty-four sections, and including some of the 
richest territory in the Homer neighborhood. 
Of this area 4,120 acres are involved in litiga- 
tion, about the same amount has not been 
affected, and about 3,500 acres are held by 
that company as not having been involved 
subsequent to the ‘‘discovery’’ well. 


Bull Bayou Developments 


The Tex-la-homa syndicate recently acquired 
the principal holdings of the W. G. Strange 
Oil and Refining Co., which had conducted 
very successful exploration in the Bull Bayou 
district as indicated by the amount paid for 
the properties, which was $3,500,000, and their 
interest in the Consolidated-Progressive prop- 
erties has greatly tended to increase a feeling 
of confidence on teh part of many experienced 
operators that litigation now under way and 
in prospect may reach a conclusion very satis- 
factory for them. 

Acreage involving $1,300,000 expenditure has 
been acquired by the Dominion Oil Company, 
of New York, which thus signifies its intention 
of entering the North Louisiana field. The 
territory is located in the Bull Bayou, Clai- 
borne and De Soto districts, and although but 
a short time has elapsed since their entry into 
the field, contracts have already been let for 
the drilling of seven wells in the Bull Bayou 
and Claiborne territory, and operations are be- 
ing pushed as rapidly as possible. 

The acquired acreage is comprised of sixteen 
acres of well-located area in the Bull Bayou 
district, a half interest in thirty-two acres in 
section 30-21-7 in the Claiborne field, and 
3,000 acres in De Soto parish.

CANADA FIELDS. 


Drilling for Gas in Southern Alberta Oil Fields Not 
as Sucessful as Expected 


CHATHAM, Ont., Nov. 11, 1919. 


In the Southern Alberta fields, the 
drilling for gas in the Barnwell district 
has not met with the success expected 
as a result of the securing of production 
in No. 1 well last fall. No. 2 well, which 
has just been drilled to the productive 
level of No. 1 at 2,156 feet, is reported 
dry. Nos. 3 and 4 are drilling in the 
upper horizons without a _ show. The 
Canadian Western Natural Gas Co. will, 
however, deepen No. 2 well to approxi- 
mately 2,300 feet, hoping to encounter 
the sand which is productive at the same 
level in the Viking field some 265 miles 
further north. Eugene Coste, head of 
the company, is of the belief that the 
Viking field extends north and _ south 
and that production will be secured at 
Barnwell around the same level. 


Drilling at Okotoks 


The Okotoks field, about 40 miles southwest 
of Calgary, appears to have developed another 
small producer. The Illinois-Alberta Oil Co., 
sec. 12-20-2-5, has what looks like a 5 to 7 
barrel pumper at about 2,300 ft. The first 
show was encountered at 2,230 ft., and drill- 
ing has been continued to around 2,400 ft. A 
second show of black oil was secured, but in 
two lower sands the produciion is a light oil, 
about 57% deg. Baume, similar to the pro- 
duction of other wells in the Turner Valley. 
The oil rose approximately 300 ft. in the hole 
and is accompanied by some wet gas. The 
test may be shot at the present depth, or may 
be continued to the main sand around 3,500 ft. 

Calgary Petroleum Products No. 3 is re- 
ported to have encountered surface water, the 
location being above one of the old beds of 
Sheep Creek. A few lengths of 20-inch casing 
will be used to shut off the water and the 
hole continued with 15%-in. casing. North of 
this test some distance the Mount Stephen Oil 
& Gas Co. has a new rig up for No. 3 well, on 
sec. 7-20-2-5. This is practically an offset to 
Southern Alberta No. 1, the chief producer in 
the field, the location being within about 300 
ft. of the Southern Alberta well. Midwest 
Oil Co. No. 1, sec. 31-19-2-5, is reported shut 
down owing to trouble with the gas line. 


The Record Oil Co.g sec. 4-19-2-5, are mak- 
ing some headway with an exceedingly deep 
fishing job at 4,200 ft. They have got hold 
of the tools, but have been unable to lift them, 
the hole apparently being in poor shape. The 
Alberta Pacific Consolidated No. 1, sec. 20-19- 
2-5 ,are pulling their old casing and putting 
in heavy 6-inch casing, after which drilling 
will be resumed. This plant has been shut 
down for a year or more. Some 50 barrela 
of oil were baled, which had accumulated 
while the plant was inactive. A large water 
well has been dug close to the plant and a 
new water line laid. 


Alberta Petroleum Consolidated No. 2, sec. 
1-20-3-5, is being cleaned out, the paraffin in 
the oil having gummed the pumping equip- 
ment and shut off a considerable part of the 
normal production. 


Refining at Okotoks 


The Southern Alberta Refineries, 
completing a new unit to their plant at the 
Okotoks wells which will enable them to 
handle the residuals and produce a full line 
of lubricants and paraffin wax. The new unit 
has a capacity of 25 barrels a day, which is 
considerably more than the normal supply of 
residuals from the crude oil handled in the 
topping plant. Since the latter was first put 
in operation several years ago, a large quan- 
tity of residuary material has accumulated in 
storage, and this will not be disposed of. 


The gasoline absorption plant of the Cal- 
gary Petroleum Products, Ltd., is almost com- 
plete and has for some time been in partial 
operation, and is shipping several truck-loads 
of gasoline every day. The gasoline in drums 
is taken 16 miles in motor trucks to the 
nearest shipping point at Okotoks, This is 
the first plant of its kind to successfully op- 
erate in Canada. The plant handles the wet 
gas from the Dingman wells, which have an 
estimated flow of between 3,000,000 and 4,- 
000,000 cu. ft. a day. The residuary gas, af- 
ter the extraction of the gasoline, is used for 
drilling operations in the Turner Valley area, 
for household fuel, and for the operation of 
the Calgary Petroleum Products and Southern 
Alberta refineries and the gasoline absorp- 
tion plant. The Calgary Petroleum Products 


Ltd., are 


refinery also handles the heavier crude ol 
from the Alberta Petroleum Consolidated No, 
2 well, the lighter contents being taken off, 
after which the residue is used as an ab 
sorption oil in the gasoline plant. Some dif- 
ficulty has been experienced in removing the 
sulphur odor from the gasoline, which is 
otherwise an unusually high-grade product. 


Imperial’s Operations 


Of the Imperial Oil tests located in Alberta 
this year, only one, that near Czar in eastern 
Alberta, is reported drilling. This test is down 
between 200 and 300 ft. and is making slow 
progress, owing to the difficult nature of the 
formations. Some delay has also been e- 
perienced in getting equipment. The far 
northern tests in the Mackenzie and Great 
Slave ake areas will not resume till the 
spring of 1920. though the material is nearly 
all on the ground and the Mackenzie test 
is reported ready to start. 

The rig for the test west of Nanton, In the 
Willow Creek area, is reported to be in place, 
and work is under way there. A heavy snow- 
fall with cold weather prevented the moving 
in of the rig intended for the test located fur 
ther south on the Drywood River, near Twin 
Butte. Both these locations are in the foot- 
hill belt, considerably south of the Okotoks 
field. 


Refinery Extensions 


Important extensions to the Imperial oll 
refinery at Dartmouth, Nova Scotia, involv- 
ing an estimated expenditure of between §2- 
000,000 and +3,000,000, are being started. ‘The 
extensions are to enable the refinery to handle 
export trade to Europe, in addition to the 
Maritime province and Newfoundland = 
for which it was originally constructed.

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NEW REFINERIES 
BEING PLANNED 


Smaller Independent Producers 
in Various Fields of Texas 
Preparing Extensive 


Projects. 


AUSTIN, Texas, Nov. 14, 1919. 


Many of the smaller independent oil 
companies that have developed produc- 
tion of crude petroleum are preparing to 
build refineries, in addition to the large 
number of projects which had been 
placed already on foot in different parts 
of the State. Several of the smaller 
existing refineries are to be _ enlarged. 
The refining capacity of a number of the 
larger companies is to be increased and 
some of them have new plants projected. 


The Texas United Oil & Refining Co. 
of Fort Worth has been investigating 
the situation at Jacksboro with the view 
of building a refinery there. The Texas 
Eagle Producing & Refining Co. of Fort 
Worth which has adopted plans for the 
construction of a 10,000-barrel refinery 
in that city also contemplates building a 
large plant on the ship channel near 
Houston, it is stated. Dr. Frederick 
Cook, of North Pole discovery fame, is 
resident; William Gould Brokaw of 
ew York and Boston, first vice-presi- 
dent, and F. P. Sizler, president of the 
Monett State Bank of Monett, Mo., is 
treasurer. 


The Bull Dog Pipeline & Refining Co. 
of Mineral Wells, which recently took 
over the oil holdings of the Mineral Wells 
Refining Products Co., plans to build a 
2,000-barrel refinery at that place, and 
another plant of the same capacify at 
Caddo. A. L. Howard, banker, of 
Mineral Wells, is president. 

Plans have been adopted by the Econ- 
omy Refining Co. of Cisco for the con- 
struction of a 3,000-barrel refinery at 


Strawn. The company has a capital 
stock of $500,000. W. L. Sanders is 
president. The Invader Oil & Refinery 


Co., which recently purchased the 1,500- 
barrel refinery of the Security Refining 
Co. of Burkburnett, will enlarge the plant 
to 2,000 barrels. It will build two 
55,000-barrel steel storage tanks. The 
capacity of the refinery of the Rio 
Grande Oil Co. at El Paso is to be in- 
creased from 1,000 barrels a day to 
2,000 barrels. The company which has 
a capital stock of $750,000 has under 
consideration the construction of another 
refinery at some point in Arizona, it is 
announced. 

Arrangements have been made by the 
Hoffman Oil & Refining Co. of Houston 
to increase the capacity of its refinery at 
Houston from 3,000 barrels to 4,000 bar- 
rels a day.

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PETROLEUM CONFERENCE SAYS COL. DUNN’S 
STATEMENTS ON LOADING RACKS UNFOUNDED 





Chicago Gathering Goes on Record as Showing Facts Do Not War- 
rant Proposed Regulations—Confer With Railroad Com- 
mittee—Latter’s Final Recommendations Tuesday. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 15, 1919. 


A thoroughly representative group of 
petroleum men attended the conference 
held in this city on Tuesday last, No- 
vember 11, for the purpose of giving 
further consideration to Circular B. C. L. 
180 of the Bureau of Explosives and 
having relation to loading rack regula- 
tions. There were about 150 members of 
the industry present and Colonel Dunn, 
the head of the Bureau of Explosives, 
was there also. A thorough discussion 
of the regulations took place and at its 
conclusion Colonel Dunn invited the con- 
ference to name a committee to confer 
with representatives of the American 
Railroads Association at New York on 
Thursday, the 14th inst., which latter or- 
ganization’s committee will meet again 
in this city on Tuesday next, November 
18. At the latter meeting it is expected 
the railroad men will reach a definite 
conclusion on the entire matter and make 
their final recommendations to the Rail- 
road Administration. 


According to information reaching this 
city today, about 25 of the petroleum men 
attended the meeting with the railroad 
association’s committee and fully pre- 
sented the views which had been arrived 
at by the Chicago conference on Tues- 
day. These views will be the ones the 
railroad men will act upon at their meet- 
ing next Tuesday and it is expected that 
there will be an immediate announce- 
ment of the results of their meeting by 
the American Petroleum Institute, which 
is giving the entire subject close atten- 
tion and endeavoring to keep the entire 
industry and others interested in the 
subject fully informed. 

The conference here on Tuesday last 
was an open meeting and there were 
many people of importance brought for- 
ward. The conclusions reached after the 
a. have been summarized as fol- 
ows :— 


On motion of Judge Chamberlin, which 
was seconded and carried, the conference 
adopted a resolution that it was the con- 
census of opinion of the representatives 
of the “Oil Industry” present that the 
fundamental statement, amounting to a 
charge against the industry, made by Col. 
Dunn, chief inspector of the Bureau of 
Explosives, in the statement to the gaso- 
line industry dated October 1, 1919, 
wherein it was charged “To meet eco- 
nomic necessities the gasoline industry 
has been located too close to our railroads 
to meet reasonable safety standards,” 
is unwarranted and unfounded and is 
contrary to the experience of the indus- 
try and the railroads, as indicated in 
the statistical information available. 

The specific questions considered by the 
conference were :— 

(a) At what minimum distance from the 
nearest track over which engines 
move should new loading racks be lo- 
cated for casinghead gasoline, casing- 
head blends and refinery gasoline, re- 
spectively? 

(b) What changes, if any, should be made 
in the answers to the above question 
when dealing with unloading racks? 


Answer 1. New locations for the loading 
and unloading of all gasoline having a vapor 
tension of eight pounds or more shall be 
placed a minimum of fifty feet from main line 
tracks where physical conditions do not permit 
a greater distance, and a maximum distance 
of 100 feet shall be required where physical 
conditions permit; where old or new installa- 
tions are placed within seventy-five feet of 
main line tracks a retaining wall, dike or 
earthen embankment shall be placed between 
the installations and the main line track, so 
constructed as effectually to prevent liquids 
from flowing on to the main line track in the 
event of. accident. 

In the loading and unloading of gasoline 
having a vapor tension of eight pounds or 
more, the tank car and the storage tank shall 
be so connected as effectually to permit the 
flow of gases from the tank car to the tank; 
and the dome of the tank car shall not be 
open when pressure exists. The apparatus 
used in this venting method shall be similar 
to that now in use in the industry, and con- 
sists of a pipeline or other satisfactory method 
of communication leading from the storage 
tank to a valve attached to the safety valve 
on the tank car. The valve shall be equipped 
with a guage constructed so as to indicate 


wounds’ pressure on the tank car dome. 
Answer 2. Loading of all other gasolines:— 
As regards present locations, extensions 


thereof and additions thereto, it is the unani- 
mous feeling of the industry that existing dis- 


tances are adequate and need not be changed. 
Long experience demonstrates there is no haz- 
ard in such locations. While the industry 
does not recognize that distance is a con- 


trolling factor, yet in a spirit of co-operation 
with the Bureau of Explosives it is suggested 
wherever practical new loading racks or new 


locations should be a minimum of 25 feet 
from the main line tracks with a maximum 
requirement not to exceed 50 feet. 

Unloading all other gasolines:— 

Ordinary clearance from main line track 


shall be the requirement for unloading pvints. 
(c) What should be the minimum distance 
for new above-ground storage tanks? 
Answer 38. The following distances from 


main line track were recommended for new 
installation of storage tanks:—

The legal right of the Bureau of Explosive 
to make any requirement as to distance of 
storage tanks was especially questioned. 

Answer 4. The requirement of paragraph 
‘“—H"’ to the effect that ‘‘The above distance 
should be doubled for tanks containing casing- 





head gasoline or casinghead blends,’ should 
be eliminated. 

Answer 5. The requirement for the erection 
of dikes surrounding storage tanks should be 
eliminated from paragraph ‘‘I’’ except as to 
new storage tanks of 150,000 gallons capacity 
or over, where the ground does not slope away 
from the railroad. 

Answer 6. The requirement of paragraph 
“D"’ that ‘‘rubber, leather or fabric hose must 
not be used’’ should be eliminated. 

Answer 7. The requirement in paragraph 
“E’’ that the gooseneck used should be auto- 
matic should be eliminated, 

Answer 8. The requirement in paragraph 
“F"’ that pits be constructed should be elim- 
inated. 

Answer 9. Paragraph ‘‘G’’ requiring load- 
ing and unloading of gasoline to be done only 
during daylight hours should be eliminated. 

The use of safety devices by the railroads 
and railroad employees is strongly recom- 
mended and urged, especially the avoidance of 
open flame lights, lanterns, etc., in and around 
loading and unloading racks. 

(d) Considering old installation, what mini- 
mum distances should be specified to 
indicate the necessity for immediate 
correction of inadmissible hazards? 


(Not answered except as above.) 

The chairman was authorized to appoint a 
committee of experts from the industry to 
recommend a proper venting device and to 
submit constructive suggestions. 

The following motion was made, seconded 
and carried, that it is the sense of this meet- 
ing that the concessions outlined above and 
offered by the industry are the limit to which 
the industry can consistently ° 

It was also moved, second and carried, 
that the chairman, Mr. Welch, be authorized 
to appoint a committee, the size and per- 
sonnel to be discretionary with him, for the 
purpose of presenting the foregoing conclusions 
to a committee representing the Railroad Ad- 
ministration and to Col. Dunn, and to take 
such further action in the premises as might 
seem necessary effectually to secure the adop- 
tion of the views of the conference.
